DALLAS, Oct. 8.—Determined to hold 
its own in this day of new records and 
bigger achievements, the 42d annual 
State Fair of Texas, which opened Satur- 
day and will continue thru October 21, 
has brought together a program that 
is in every respect worthy of the largest 
State fair in the world. 

Proof of the pudding was noted in 
the joyful expressions of the opening 
crowds, the most common remark heard 
at the exit gates being.

With this flying start and barring un- 
favorable weather the Texas State Fair 
of 1928 is expected to have no trouble 
In realizing the one and one-quarter 
million attendance msrk that has been 
set as this year’s goal.

Albee Remains in Show Business 


Powerfal Electric Pool Reported in Hookup With Radio Corpora- 


tion in\Deal for K-A-O and FBO-—Final Papers 
Expected This Week 


NEW YORK. Oct. 8.—The inside infor- 
mation that E. F. Albee is to remain in 
the show business, the admission of Jo- 
seph P. Kennedy that he is planning to 
return to the banking business, and a re- 
port, as yet not officially substantiated, 
that a powerful electric pool is Interested 
with the Radio Corporation of Americs 
in its deal to acquire the Keith-Albee- 
Orpheum Circuit, F-B-O Pictures Corp. 
and subsidiaries, are the latest develop- 
ments today in the gigantic transaction. 

By the time this appears in print, it 
is expected the papers in the RCA-KAO- 
FBO deal will have been signed, altho 
Joseph P. Kennedy stated today at noon 
that this was not likely. A later exclu- 
sive statement from Maurice Goodman, 
general counsel of K-A-O and vitally 
concerned in the deal, was that negotia- 
tions would be consummated by Wednes- 
day, or surely by the end of the week, 
according to present indications. 

Goodman stated that groups end indi- 
viduals involved in the deal are in agree- 
ment generally on the transaction and 
that only a few minor details remained 


to be worked out today. The basis of 
exchange of stock in K-A-O and FBO 
for new stock in the holding company 
under control of Radio Corporation of 
America that ts being formed has been 
worked out and agreed upon, and is en- 
tirely satisfactory to the interests in- 
volved, but, pending signing of the final 
papers, is withheld from publication. 

Under the Radio Corporation deal, this 
company acquires all of the stock of 
K-A-O and FBO. Goodman, who has a 
substantial block of K-A-O stock, will 
turn it in for stock in the new holding 
company, as will others in K-A-O, in- 
cluding the Heiman group, which in it- 
self can practically swing control inde~ 
pendent of Kennedy, whose chairman 
ship of K-A-O has been made largely 
possible thru the Albee stock he pur- 
chased and the support of the Heiman 
group and other stockholders in the 
vaudeville organization, who elected him 
chairman and agreed to support him on 
the board.

The Civic Repertory Theater opens its 
third season with an adaptation by F. 
Anstey, of Moliere’s famous comedy, Le 
Bourgeois Gentilhomme. Suffice to say 
that it offers a delightful evening and a 
worthy addition to the repertoire of this 
progressive group. It is evident, how- 
ever, that this Moliere classic has lost 
much of its subtiety while undergoing the 
process of adaptation, and it arrives at 
the 14th Street Playhouse as a broad and 
slapstick interpretation, displaying little 
of the bitter irony and quiet, wit of the 
original. 

There is no doubt but that the Anstey 
version will hold a popular place in the 
Civic Repertory program, for, as pre- 
tented by them, the buffoonery is s0 
evident, so unmistakable, that even the 
most unthinking playgoer could fail to 
grasp its significance or be immune to its 
cowning. On the other hand, while 
such an interpretation may assist in 
popularizing Moliere, it has not served 
to Increase the effectiveness of the play. 
The Would-Be Gentleman is a sophis- 
ticated comedy; at least it should be. 
The brittle satire and the subtle humor 
have all the sharpness of a rapier, and 
they remain poignant and cutting only 
when handled with the restraint in- 
tended by the author. 

Notwithstanding the fact that Eva Le 
Gallienne'’s production is genuinely 

lusing, it contains none of the finer 
subtleties so necessary to give an intelli- 
gent portrayal of some of Moliere’s bit- 
terest humor. This version at times 
stoops to burlesque, and relies more on 
the slapstick antics of the characters 
than on the underlying brilliance of the 
lines and situations. As is the case with 
all great humor, Moliere’s play, at least 
in the original, strikes a tragic note, a 
gounter melody, showing the pathos and 
futility of the character. Anstey has al- 
most entirely overlooked this essential, 
and, as o result, failed to emphasize real 
intellectual motive of the piece. 

Certainly the adaptor has hit upon a 
happy title for his English version. It 
tells the nature of the theme so fully 
that little further explanation is neces- 
ry. M. Jourdain is a nouveau-riche 
thopkeeper, who aspires to high estate. He 
believes that his money will buy him 
culture and a place in high society. He 
lavishes his money on singing, dancing 
ahd fencing lessons, at the same time 
taking a daily lesson in philosophy. The 
eluded fool has no interest in such 
matters, and his only motive in devoting 
ahy time to them is that he wishes to 
Use them to gain acquaintance with the 
hobility, 

Of course, he has neither the back- 
found nor the ipteliectual faculty for 
srasping such subjects, and he makes a 

tch of everything h¢ handles. In the 
end he has not only made a fool of him- 
“3 but, in turn, has been made a fool 


The immortal nature of the story 
Makes it timely, and the irony of the 
Characters and situations are as ap- 
Plicable today as they were when Moliere 
feated them, However, judging from 
Civic Repertory interpretation, this 
edy has been presented mcre for the 
comic values than for the measage !t 
hig or the intelligence it hides behind 
Pantaloons. 
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The Would-Be Gentleman is almost a 
one-character play, as far as its basic 
theme is concerned, Egon Brecher has 
been assigned the role of the aspiring 
imbecile, and, while he works like a 
Trojan, he only partially succeeds in 
grasping the underlying depth of the 
character. Undoubtedly much of this is 
due to direction. At any rate, Brecher 
wWlies almost entirely on the custard-pie 
antics of the burlesque stage to get his 
humor across, and, while it is all funny, 
in fact very much so, it is not particu- 
larly impressive, nor does it carry any 
lasting qualities. 

Alma Kruger is the wife, and, while it 
is more than likely that she is closely in 
tune with Moliere’s conception of the 
character, she is out of harmony with 
the Le Gallienne version. Certainly it 
is hard to believe that a woman of her 
restraint and good judgment would ever 
have married such a boob of a husband. 
Mary Morris is excellent as a marquise, 
and Donald Cameron makes a suitable if 
not outstanding comte. Beatrice de 
Neergaard is an attractively effective 
Servant, and Ria Mooney a pretty and 
believable young lady of wealth. How- 
ever, J. ward Bromberg gives the most 
finished performance of the cast. He, as 
a valet, has caught the background of 
satire and poignant humor better than 
have his associates. 

The balance of the parts, all minor, are 
suitably handled, and help in making 4 
closely knit and effective whole. Aline 
Bernstein's settings and costumes are 
attractive and well suited to the genera! 
tone of the play. Except for the fact 
that she has overdone the boisterous 
angle of the humor, Miss Le Gallienne’s 
direction is ample.

After almost a year on the road Wil- 
liam Hodge brings his latest brainchild, 
Straight Thru the Door, to Broadway in 
attempt to win favor and, undoubtedly, 
support. That he will succeed in doing 
either is questionable. In the first place, 
this attempt at mystery comedy is a 
crudely constructed, totally unsubtle 
and native effort that falls considerably 
short of the mark in these days of 
crafty playwriting and expert showman- 
ship. 

As a piece of entertainment Straight 
Thru the Door is by far at its best when 
the typical Hodge humor and manner 
of handling it are brought. into play. 
When the alleged mystery element is 
injected it all becomes rather bogus and 
not a little tiring. As a matter of fact, 
there is little mystery to it. The basic 
situations have not been built with a 
shrewd eye, and altho every effort has 
been made to attract deep interest, the 
crime (of course it would be a murder) 
never succeeds in arousing more than 
the mildest excitement. Frankly, it all 
seems ¢O be a great big waste of time, 
since it is all very evident and unim- 
portant 

The play concerns one Eugene Thomas, 
an actor home from the road, who is 
building a home for his family. They 
have been forced to move tn before the 
house is completed. The contfactors are 
away behind and the Thomas family is 


living in great discomfort. The work- 
men are a disgruntled and lazy lot who 
manifest little interest in their jobs. A 
revengeful and drunken Italian laborer 
had been discharged a few days previous. 
He comes back to the house with fire in 
his eye. 

Mrs. Thomas has become rather 
friendly with the architect, and the 
interior decorator is working her wiles 
on the husband. There is much talk 
among the workmen about this situa- 
tion. When said disgruntled Italian 
centers his ire on Thomas the latter 
threatens to “put a bullet thru his 
heart”. Shortly after the workman is 
shot to death. Who killed him? That is 
the mystery. It takes little insight to 
see that suspicion is thrown on Thomas 
and there is no secret in stating that he, 
of course, is cleared and the guilty cul- 
prit apprehended. All along it was the 
person you suspected—the dyed-inethe- 
wool villain. 

It must be admitted, however, that 
despite the crudities that abound, 
Straight Thru the Door is often appeal- 
ing entertainment. Make no mistake, 
tho; it is due to the personality of 
Hodge rather than to any merit the play 
has. The role of Thomas is 100 per cent 
Hodgian. The manner, the ease and 
the unaffected mannerisms of this fa- 
vorite are a distinct delight. But Hodge 
has made a mistake in attempting to 
conquer the mystery drama, for even in 
this production he is most impressive 
when depicting Mr. Average American. 

Jeannette Fox-Lee manages to be at- 
tractively vampish as the interior 
decorator, altho the part in itself is 
rank hokum and about the most un- 
believable seen in these parts for some 
time. Ruth Gates is the usual con- 
servative wife and mother, and Franklyn 
Fox a prop and blue-printed villain. 
None of the characters have been drawn 
with care and none, with the exception 
of Hodge himself, give evidence of being 
more than puppets. 

Many opportunities for some delicht- 
ful business and poignant humor have 
been lost in the basic situation of the 
uncompleted house and the lazy work- 
men. This is a major defect and it is 
hard to conceive why more color and 
realism were not injected when it was 
so close at hand. 

Suffice to say the balance of the cast 
struggles nobly with parts that are in- 
herently limited. Maurice Barrett has 
only half succeeded with the direction, 
never making the most of the oppor- 


tunities available. The settings are 
most ordinary.

The 
questionnaire was conducted last season 
when Diplomacy and She Stoops To Con- 
quer were on tour. At that time, mem- 


bers of the audiences in every stand 
Played indicated their choice for this 
season 


Tyler is producing certain plays this 
vear to fill this road desire. Two of these 
Plays thus requested are Macbeth and 
The Beaur’ Stratagem. The road wants 
these productions. As a result of the 
newly formed National Theater Founda- 
tion, two other producers, namely, Wal- 
ter Hampden and Winthrop Ames, will 
adopt a similar policy. 

The Foundation has already started 
functioning. Committees are being or- 
ganized in all the more important cities 
thruout the United States and Canada. 
Committees of leading citizens have al- 
ready been named in Louisville and in 
Cincinnati. In the former, the Chamber 


of Commerce is in charge; in the latter, 
Mrs. Hobarth, prominent social and club 
woman, is chairman. Mrs. Hobarth made 


a trip especially te New York last Satur- 
day to spend a few days in conference 
with Tyler and the officials of the Church 
and Drama Association, who are working 
with the Foundation in its purpose. 

A significant commercial angle on the 
Foundation lies in the fact that it will 
indirectly and unconsciously force down 
the box-office scale. The Foundation will 
have nothing to do with the producing 
or business end of the theater, and will 
not affect the booking, since both Shu- 
bert and Erlanger offices will get their 
but it will assemble 
and mold the audience. It will, thru 
its local committees, underwrite every 
production sponsored by the Foundation 
limited run in the various com- 
munities, since it will furnish subscrip- 
tion audiences for the productions, These 
attractions, accordingly, will be presented 
under the auspices of the Foundation, 
and since one of the advantages of being 
a lay member of the Foundation ies in 
being able to purchase tickets at reduced 
rates, other productions playing the same 
cities will do so under the handicap of 
higher box-office tops than of the Foun- 
dation shows. Since the Foundation at- 
tractions will have a 83 top, and since 
there will be several such productions 
every season in each town, it is only 
natural that other producers will “be 
forced to scale down to meet the com- 
petition thus offered. 

While the original announcement in- 
cluded the three names of Tyler, Ames 
and Hampden, others are soon to be 
added.

NEW YORK, Oct. 8.—-The present season gives promise of bringing an awaken- 
ing of interest in the legitimate high-grade dramatic theater thruout the country.

Bécause of the manner in which this interest is 


motivated, and because of the unquestionably high’ type of persons represented 
in its instigators, the movement has a firm and legitimate foundation that should 


establish the theater tn a different and 
more important light, both in New York 
and in ail other large communities. 

The growth of this development has 
been indicated for some time by the new 
methods adopted by prominent play pro- 
ducers. The latest strengthening link In 
this trend is supplied by Mr. and Mrs. 
Charles D. Coburn. They will adopt this 
more recent idea of bringing back the 
subscription theater and the theater of 
the road very shortly. 

The Coburns will establish a permanent 
classic repertory theater, and have in- 
corporated an organization to this pur- 
pose under the name of Theater Classic. 
The company will play in New York, pos- 
sibly this season, and then go on tour. 
Under present plans, the repertory com- 
pany would eventually make a tour of 
the world. The opening of the Coburns 
November 7 at an undesignated thea- 
ter for a four weeks" engagement in The 
Yellow Jacket, which has been presented 
in 12 languages in 40 countries, marks 
the first step in the plans of the Coburns 
toward the formation of the repertory 
company. This will be followed by Fal- 
staf, described as a new comedy with

$5 to $1 for the premiere, and from 83 to

Oct. 8—Certain prominent musical comedy producers tn the 
Broadway section will, later in the season, invade the European centers in a pro- 


fessional capacity. 


While no official statement has been issued, it is known that 


three of the leading minds in this field are making plans to expand their in- 


terests by adding London productions 
that they will continue to bring forth for 
Longacre audiences 

The producers thus reported are Florenz 


Ziegfeld, Aarons & Freedley, and Jones 
& Green, all of whom have sponsored

Season. In certain cases, American pro- 
Guctions have been offered in England, 
but as a rule this has been by way of 
English producers, since the Americans 
have been active only to the extent of 
furnishing the show and the performers, 
leaving the actual details of production 
to those who were more intimately posted 
on the peculiarities of the English audi- 
ence and who would be closer physically 
to the work.

NEW YORK, Oct. 8.—Broadway man- 
agers, doubtless in search of the novelty 
twist and eager to develop undeveloped 
fields, can’t drop the tent show idea, 
which was suggested to some of the 
more fertile producing minds last winter 
when Paul English made so fine an im- 
pression on some of Times Square's 
leading managers when he gave them the 
lowdown on the tent-show situation 
while lining up material for his then 
newly formed association 

Altho Jones & Green gave up their 
idea of sending their hit musical Rein 
or Shine on the road under canvas, 
principally because they couldn't dupli- 
cate Joe Cook, its star, another main 
stem producing firm will doubtless take 
up the idea they discarded. This out- 
fit is the firm composed of Lew Fields 
and Lyle D. Andrews, and the show that 
will be seen in a tent is The Connecticut 
Yankee, which has been one of the first- 
string clickers since last November. 

Naturally the original company will be 
kept in New York until the end of its 
run and will then be booked in the 
conventional way, and the road com- 
panies that have already been planted 
will go out in the usual manner.

NEW YORK, Oct. 8.—One of the topics 
of trade talk that frequently comes up 
in the offices of musical comedy pro- 
ducers in the Broadway district con- 
cerns the supply and demand of dancing 
girls. This has been particularly notice- 
able during the last few weeks. 

Musical comedy managers, to a large 
extent, are interested in unearthing two 

of dancers, one of which they are 
especially desirous of obtaining. While 
it is true that this is caused in some 
measure when such managers are con- 
templating thelr Broadway attractions, 
it is particularly applicable to the sec- 
ond troupes and other companies that 
are being sent on the road. 

Several shows that have been hits on 
Broadway have been-—and still are being 
readied for the road, particularly for 
the one-night stands. While producers 
of these attractions are not finding a 
Gearth of girl dancers by any means, 
they are not signing the girls that are 
most suitable for their productions. 
This is due to the fact that such girls 
are not applying for work in this type 
of company. Managers are therefore 
turning, In some cases, to the dancing 
schools and to vaudeville for girls who 
can hoof. 

In the main, they want girls who can 
handle the customary routines, but who 
also have a couple of novelty steps of 
thelr own. They also are looking for 
girls who are specialty dancers, who 
would work in the cast rather than as 
members of the ensembles.

“You are confined to working quarters 
in the studios that are almost air- 
tight.” Haines stated. “You can hardly 
breathe, and in the hot weather it’s like 


working in a boilerroom. When I was 
making the talking sequences for Alias 
Jimmy Valentine the sweat rolled of 


me until I could hardly stand it, and 
once I nearly felt like fainting, 1t was 
so uncomfortable and nerveracking.” 

Haines went on to point out that he 
Was not generally a nervous type, and 
laughingly predicted what might happen 
to some of the more temperamente! stars, 
especially the women. 

The M-G-M star brought in the 
camera-grinding angle in discussing the 
talkies and the revolutionary effect they 
are having on motion picture production 
and methods. 

“In making silent pictures, I personally 


sense the grinding of the camera, and 
know. perhaps by intuition, when it runs 
out of film and I am to stop acting.” he 
pointed out. “With talkies and the 
cam era as @ result in a glass cage, where 
you can’t hear it grinding, the suspense 
is annoying, and makes it more difficult 
to give a really good performance. The 
quiet finally gets on your nerves.” 


Haines also stated that the making of 
telkies places hardships on the directors 
as well as artistes. Everything has to be 
laid out -beforehand, and the director, 
sitting above the scene somewhere, press- 


ing buzgzers, has to keep his voice to 
himself. M-G-M’s big star also dwelt on 
the caution that must be exercised in 
not making noise, pointing out that @ 


paper being torn, for instance, makes @ 


terrible sound when reproduced. 

Alias Jimmy Valentine has two dif- 
ferent talking sequences, according to 
Haines. The picture is scheduled for 


early release, and probably will be shown 


here at the Capitol, now wired. 
Haines was scheduled to leave New 
York today for Virginia, his home, be- 


fore returning to Hollywood.

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K-A-O’s Sunday Opening Stirs Up Vaudeville Field 


Fox and Loew Not Fol- 
lowing Suit—Book- 
ings Affected 


By ELIAS E. SUGARMAN 


NEW YORK, Oct. 8-—-The universal 
K-A-O Sunday opening policy, which 
went into effect yesterday and exerted 
the greatest influence on its local houses, 
formerly operated with Monday open- 
ings, will change conditions considerably 
in vaudeville circles all over the country. 
As to whether the new opening-day 
policy of the Kennedy outfit will work 
toward the good of the field is left to 
be seen. At present the innovation works 
both ways, with advantages to perform- 
ers and injury about equally distributed. 

One thing is certain. Loew and Fox 
have not intimated that they will make 
any moves to change their first-half 
opening dates from Monday to Sunday 
to conform with the K-A-O coup. For 
coup it is, since local K-A-O houses are 
now one jump ahead on the opposition 
by being in a position to cater to week- 
end repeats with a new stage show on 
Sunday. The Kennedy organization is 
now better able to fight Broadway film 
houses with the Palace, Broadway, River- 
side and Slst Street theaters. Up until 
this week the film houses had two days’ 
jump on the K-A-O stands in offering 
new shows to Broadway transients, Now 
the gap is shortened by one day--and 
this stands for much business otherwise 
lost on Sunday. 

Acts working week to week inter- 
changeably on the various major circuits 
are the biggest losers by the Jumbling 
of first-half opening days. The number 
of such acts reaches a high total, This 
season, possibly more than any other, 
with an uncertainty of circuit politics 
dw to sound installation programs, acts 
of average appeal are forced to squeeze 
ovt a season’s work by Jumping split- 
week dates from one circu!t to another 
and filling In layoffs with the smaller 
offices booking one and two-nighters 
With the new Sunday opening in force 
in the Kennedy houses, acts committed 
by necessity to the circuit oscillating 
policy are forced to forego available in- 
dependent work on last halves tn order 
to make the shorter jumps to first-half 
openings for the K-A-O office. Con- 
versely, the Sunday opening innovation 
forees acts to choose between turning 
down K-A-O showings the first half 
when already penciléd in for last-half 
dates by other offices 


The new Kennedy Circuit arrangement 
will inflict a knockout punch on offices 
booking ome and two-nichters. These 
hideaway dates are usually apportioned 
to fit the week-end, with Sunday always 
included as part of the date. Some of 
the small film houses using stage talent 
run shows Friday, Gaturday and Sun- 
day, while others uve acts but two days. 
Saturday and Sunduy. The offices book- 
ing Sunday concerts will probably be un- 
affected by the change. While acts will 
lose out on the first half while playing 
Sunday concert dates the new Sunday 
opening arrangement makes i poasible 
for these acts to play last Ralves for 
K-A-O and first halves for other offices 
the week of the Sunday concert booking. 
There will be a jJumbling of dsetes from 
this angle, but in the end a balance 
similar to former conditions, will be 
struck 

In the outlying communities K-A-O 
will heve the advantage over Sunday 
concert opposition offered by dramatic 
stock, burlesque and subway circuit 
houses. With new shows booked into 
neighborhood K-A-O houses on Sunday 
tirst-day amusement seekers will pat- 
ronize Sunday concert houees less. Hav- 
ing seen the local K-A-O show Saturday 
they can attend the same house the next 
day to see a new show. The repeat class 
of patronage for Saturday and Sunday 
is said to be a large one. In neighbor- 
hood areas K-A-O will therefore get the 
jump on Fox and Loew over the week- 
end 

That Loew and Fox do not intend to 
switch to Sunday openings in the near 
future was borne out by statements from 
oMcials of both circuits. A Loew spokes- 
Man stated there is no thought whatso- 
ever of introducing the innovation. A 
Fox booking office official was less de- 
termined in his attitude. He stated that 
‘iitho no changes are contemplated in 
the very near future, Fox executives will 
Pay close attention to the effect exerted

by the Kennedy Circuit innovation—and 
guide themselyes accordingly. Fox's out- 
of-town vaudefilm stands, the former 
Poll string, are now barred from playing 
Sunday shows by law with the exception 
of Waterbury and Worcester. Thése 
houses are full-week dates with Sunday 
openings. 

One of the general benefits to per- 
formers of the universal K-A-O Sunday 
opening is that acts closing last halves 
in the Kennedy houses on Saturday 
night are enabled to make long jumps to 
independent first halves where Monday 
openings are still in force. This was an 
impossibility formerly with almost al! 
of the larger Eastern houses operating 
on ® Monday and Thursday opening 
policy. 

The local baggage transfer angie of 
the new Sunday opening situation is 
being given serious consideration by 
show people. The three change days now 
im force, Saturday, Sunday and Wednes- 
day. as against Sunday and Wednesday 
formerly, visits hardships on the transfer 
company operators. The transfer folk are 
forced by the extra change night to 
employ men at double time, paying 
chauffeurs and handlers $20 for an ad- 
ditional eight-hour shift on Saturday 
night. It has been learned on good au- 
thority that no advance In drayage rates 
is contemplated. One transfer man 
stated that it is realized that rates are 
too high now and that if it were re- 
cumbent on them there would be an 
immediate decrease to conform with the 
old achedule Last teason’s rise in 
drayage rates threw the transfer firms 
into the red from which they have not 
yet recovered. Acta consequently cut 
down in pieces carried by them and, fre- 
quently, eliminated the use of transfer 
concerns altogether by doing their own 
hauling in private automobiles.

K-A-O Books 
Badly Clogged 


Too Many Acts Engaged in Ad- 
vance —- Switches Due to 
Fewer Houses 


NEW YORE, Oct. 8.-—-The books of the 
K-A-O Circuit are so badly clogged up 
with attractions, it is like getting a ticket 
to the World’h Series to extract a route, 
according to those behind the scenes, in- 
cluding agents who never were heard to 
squawk so much as they have during the 
past few days. Only one or two routes 
are being issued weekly, and some of 
these are not for an entire season, it is 
understood, with the result that the act 
now landing a big-time route has every 
reason to feel someone put the luck sign 
on him. 

Hundreds of attractions are available 
for booking and trying to edge in, but 
of these only a few are getting juicy con- 
tracts. According to reliable authority, 
there are not sufficient spots to make 
room for more than a few worth- 
while acts, due to heavy advance booking 
in July, August and early September. 

At that time the circuit bought a large 
number; of attractions for the current 
season, but since then it has developed 
that little room was left for acts that 
came along this month. 

Houses that it was thought would play 
vaudeville this season—at least by this 
time—are either closed, with nc reopen- 
ing dates set: have gone into other 
policies, or been lost by the circuit. The 
result has been that acts booked for 
some of these houses have to be switched 
to other theaters. partly causing the jam. 
In July and August the circuit bookers 
were under the impression there would 
be as many houses this season as last, if 
not more, and bought material] accord- 
ingly, only to discover that there are 
fewer theaters this year using vaudeville 
acts thru the K-A-O Exchange. 

Reports of deals that might swing the 
circuit to other interests are also believed 
responsible—in a measure at least—for 
the slowing up of booking activity. 


Spielman Goes Abroad 
For Vaude. Attractions 


NEW YORK, Oct. 8.—Louis Spielman, 
who lost his K-A-O franchise in the 
recent shakeup of that circuit, sailed for 
Burope last Friday evening. Spielman 
has been handling foreign attractions for 
many years and it is understood that 
his trip to Europe ts for the purpose 
of securing a number of European acts.

Predicts Houses 
Bigger Than Roxy 


NEW YORK. Oct. 8—Watter W. 
Ahlschlager, Chicago architect, who de- 
signed the Roxy Theater, is now in New 
York supervising construction of three 
new theaters whicii he has designed. 

He visions the advent of the talkie 
as a mark of a new era in theater con- 
struction. The theater of the future will 
not be limited by range of audibility, but 
by the range of vision of the audience. 
Theaters will be built larger than the 
Roxy that will be practical, but high 
property values will limit their area 
sive, and Ahlschilager believes they will 
be skyscraper structures. 

With the different sorts of tenancy 
now being housed in skyscrapers, and 
with museums, universities and business 
turning toward them, a theater might 
be built with auditoriums on different 
floors. The same talking picture might 
operate simultaneously on each floor 
and distribution of the audience could 
be expedited by elevators from the lobby 
to the different auditoriums.

The general 
public has been educated to consider 
Movietone and Fox synonymous, which 
makes it tough for the late starters in 
the sound field.

India on Hollywood 


NEW YORE, Oct. 8.—American motion 
picture producers can now breathe a sigh 
of relief. In a book-length report by the 
Indian Cinematograph Commission, the 
Hollywood product was compictely ab- 
solved of any deleterious effect on In. 
dian audinnces, 

The natives of India go for the cellu- 
loid dramas from Hollywood in prefer- 
ence to those turned out by other coun- 
tries. This is evident from the fact 
that American pictures constitute 78 per 
cent of the footage shown in India and 
Burma. Therefore, it was concluded that 
there must be something palpably wrong 
either with the natives’ tastes or Ameri- 
can-mace films. To this end the com- 
mission was asked to report on the charge 
that films from the Western Hemisphere 
were undermining Indian culture and 
having a harmful effect om moral con- 
cepts. 

The question first saw the light in 
1926, being raised by the Imperial Con- 
ference in England. After formal action 
creating the commission was approved 
by the Indian Legislative Assembly, an 
elaborate course of inquiry was mapped 
out and executed. 

“We are without exception satisfied,” 
the report now in this country states, 
“that the overwhelming majority of films 
certified for public exhibition in no 
Way tend to demoralize the Indian public 
or to bring Western civilization irité con- 
tempt.” 


“Dracula” Film 


NEW YORK, Oct. 8.—After consider- 
able search the Film Arts Guild has 
unearthed a print of Dracula, based on 
the English novel. The picture is one of 
the early efforts of Fritz Murnau, but 
has been banned in most parts of Eu- 
rope because of its gruesome sequences.

Peggy Mackechnie 
Reviewed at Loew’s Lincoln Square 
Theater, New York. Style—Mental nov- 
elty. Setting—In one and in two (spe- 
cial), Time—Seventecen minutes. 


Peggy Mackechnie, quite young in 
looks and dressed like a Scotch school- 
miss, is the mental wiz exploited in this 
novel act. The spieling is done by a 
gent past middle age, self-introduced as 
the girl's father. Here is a real attrac- 
tion, altho unsuited to all houses. When 
caught, for example, some 6f the rapid- 
fire computations done by the girl were 
lost on the audience. This might hap- 
pen in the best houses, but in the better- 
class emporiums inability to concentrate 
might be expressed more delicately—or 
not at all. Peggy's round of mental 
gymnastics is suited fine to an intel- 
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ligent audience. Managers who take in- 
telligence for granted in their patronage 
could do much worse than buy this act. 

Papa Mackechnie offers a $1,000 for- 
felt should anyone succeed in detecting 
deception in the girl’s work. As the act 
progresses one is convinced that the 
Scotch lad is giving away ice in winter 
Since Peggy's act is so routined that her 
phenomenal headwork is easily seen to 
be genuine—and frequently highly en- 
tertaining. She computes a long column 
of figures, made up of digits supplied 
by the audience and reads from a chart 
of 260 figures, each one in its proper 
place, after a few seconds’ glance at the 
layout. She exemplifies what papa calls 
“multiple concentration” by reeling off 
digits, letters and combinations of these 
as they appear on an improvised chart. 

At one period of the wiz exhibition 
she is carrying on seven mental opera- 
tions at one time. She adds further to 
the confoundment by reciting poesies 
while calculating sums and writing up- 
side down and backwards four names 
called from the audience. She calls it 
a day by memorizing in several seconds 
the suit and value of 156 giant playing 
cards hung haphazardly on a board. She 
was given a loud and prolonged hand.

Vauditorials 
By ELIAS E, SUGARMAN 


— 

TO THE BRITISH performer, we are 
told, one of the most striking aspects 
of American vaudeville—and not dupli- 
cated in the British variety field—is the 
lack of protection American vaudevil- 
ians have for material assumed to be 
original. Theoretically, domestic vaude- 
yille seems to be regulated from the ma- 
terial angle by the material protection 
pureau of the N. V. A. The uncertainty 
of almost everything connected with the 
field makes this bureau, even at its 
pest, serve only a small minority. In 
such an instance serving only a small 
part means not serving at all. The idea 
of an agency designed for material pro- 
tection is to function for all as well 
as the few. In the manner by which 
this N. V. A. department is running 
only those who take the trouble to file 
their material outlines enjoy the limited 
protection of its resources. Even with 
these few registered with the depart- 
ment they are out of its jurisdiction 


when acts infringing upon them are 
playing the smaller and unaffiliated 
houses. 


To begin with and to get at the prob- 
lem from the real roots, sentiment in 
this country is lined up against encour- 
aging original material. This is a mis- 
fortune. In Great Britain, we are fur- 
ther told, one originates clever situa- 
tions and business and goes on playing. 
happy in the thought that not only the 
inviolable code of the profession but 
all other factors will help to keep the 
material in his possession. This artiste 
is noted for a certain piece of business, 
another is always identified with a par- 
ticular style of delivery and still an- 
other is marked for as long as he pre- 
fers to be as the sole distributor of a 
gag.

While Jimmy was in the midst of a non- 
stop collection of dialect ditties, several 
rows back on the lower floor a patron 
keeled over—not dead, but certainly 
dying. Jimmy didn’t bat an eye: 
neither did the delivery suffer any. He 
kept right on with his dialect warbling 
while those close to the dying man lifted 
the imp form and bore it up the aisle. 
The men in the pit weren't wised up to 
what took place and couldn't be cued to 
make their accompaniment louder.

In show business we hear almost every 
day of heroics linked up with the “on 
with the show” spirit. Jimmy’s situa- 
tion was far less romantic than that of 
@ performer laughing over a broken 
heart or clowning while flames leap all 
around the stage. Yet, when we come 
down to cases, it is Just as much that 
Jimmy did to glorify the trouper as 
one who amuses while breaking under 
the load of his own woe. More Husseys 
is what vaudeville needs. 


THERE'S A GAP in the ranks of show 
business that will never be filled. Jack 
Conway filled that place and his sud- 
den departure last week left many, the 
writer and his colleagues included, 
stunned and shivery. Jack, the slang 
master and prince of good fellows, was 
on the other side of the fence. He 
pulled wires for the opposition. Yet, tho 
he was duty bound to step on the corns 
of many in his routine work as a trade- 
paper reporter, this lad Conway in- 
variably did it with a smile and a 
handshake. Jack possessed vhe knach 
of making friends and keeping them. 
He was the kind of féllow one would 
invariably term as regular. Petty trade- 
paper squabbles—and most of the time 
they can hardly be visualized as insig- 
nificant—were forgotten in the presence 
of the boy who almost succeeded in 
making vaudeville slang an art. The 
worst tyrants thru the ages were prob- 
ably accorded post-mortem tributes. 
Maybe that is why it is so hard to plead 
sincerity in extolling Jack Conway, the 
reg'lar feller. 

Altho he was expert in his original 
field and quite successful in his limited 
opportunity at film-title writing, Jack 
will not go down in the annals as a 
Bonaparte or Shakespeare. Even were he 


& genius among mediocrities in the 
trade-paper field—and he came close to 
being that—Jack would have sunk into 
obscurity ®’“ a pitifully short time. The 
old rhymz, “Unhappy is the man who 
wields a pen; he lives not to please him- 
self, but other men,” still holds good. 
This Jack Conway will not be mused 
over by grandfathers with kiddies’ on 
their knees. Of such stuff he was not 
made. We doubt, tho, whether those 
who hobnobbed with this boy will soon 
forget him. Jack’s identity is not be- 
queathed to posterity, but thru the long 
years that face those he leaves behind, 
surely his name will not be dropped 
from the roll when the boys get to- 
gether in the wee small hours and call 
up the figures of the departed. 

Along with thousands of others we 
bow with grief at a real fellow’s dive 
into the abyss from which there is no 
return.

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Plan for Nation-Wide Study 
Of Community Music Announced 


During the 50th annual Congress of 
the Playground and Recreation Associa- 
tion of America in Atlantic City a few 
days ago, annoyncement was made of 
plans for a nation-wide study of the 
activities of community music organiza- 
tions thruout the country. The plan. as 
stated by Augustus B. Zanzig, director 
of the study, will be to make a com- 
plete inventory of resources for amateur 
music in America, with the ultimate 
aim being “to provide opportunities for 
everyone to find as much delight and 
nourishment of spirit as he or she can 
thru music, y thru actually 
participating in it.” Prof. Zanzig, in his 
address before the Recreation Congress, 
traced the growth of community music 
since the World War to the present time, 
stressing therein the fact that as the 
result of this movement many com- 
munity orchestras have arisen, with at 
least 31 of them giving standard sym- 
phony concerts, and that no one knows 
or has any means of definitely ascer- 
taining how many community bands 
there are. Another result of the work 
of the community music organizations 
is the organization of community opera 
companies in more and more cities in 
almost every section of this country. 

It is in order to be able to render 
greater assistance to the ever-widening 
field of community music thru the 
Community Service Department of the 
Playground and Recreation Association 
that the nation-wide study is being 
planned. The study will concern itself 
with music as it is being carried on in 
the neighborhood, the rural community. 
in industries and other groups. Special 
attention will be given to music in 
those schools where there is an attempt 
to have school music function in the 
life of the community. By analyzing 
community music projects which have 
been successful and others which have 
failed, an effort will be made to help 
communities avoid the mistakes and 
profit by the experience of others. 
The results of the study will be pub- 
lished and made available to those 
interested.

BOSTON, Oct. 6.—Charles Waldron, di- 
recting maMmager of the Casino Theater, 
admitted today that he has completed 
negotiations whereby the Casino will 
bring its burlesque stock company 
presentation policy to a close tonight. 

The house will remain dark until it 
has been remodeled, renovated, re- 
decorated and refurnished for its alliance 
with the New England Theater Circuit, 
embracing 50 theaters, from New Lon- 
don, Conn., to Bangor, Me 

The New England Theatrical Corpora- 
tion has pursued a-diversified policy in 
the past by the presentation of road 
shows, including operas, legitimate 
dramas, musical comedies, and in several 
instances, burlesque, in some of the 
houses, supplementing with dramatic 
stock, whereas in others they have pre- 
sented feature films and vaudeville, more 
recently sound pictures. 

The directing managers of the N. E. 
T. C. are noncomaittal at this time as 
to what policy they will adopt for future 
presentations in their various houses, bu* 
reliable sources have if that negotiations 
have been under way for some time 
past to wire the Casino for the presenta- 
tion of Vitaphone talking pictures, to be

BURLESQUERS in general wil! be sad- 
dened by a notice on our obituary page 
relative to the passing of Jack Conway. 

Conway was a reguiar fellow any way 
you took him, whenever you found him. 
be it before the bar in the so-called 
“good old days” or along Broadway of 
recent days. Like all ethical newspaper- 
men and theatrical journalists, he was 
there to beat you to a scoop, but he did 
it without malice, and never have we 
heard of Jack betraying a man's confi- 
dence to get a scoop. 

Like others of our own kind, Jack 
never had the advantage of a college 
education or that of a school of journal- 
ism, which in all probability accounts 
for his originality of verbal and written 
speech that made a host of friends 
among his listeners and readers. 

Conway has gone, but he will never be 
forgotten by his own kind of people 
that promenade Broadway, its highways 
and byways. Jack Drucker'’s personal 
report to us of Conway's death saddened 
us beyond words of expression, and the 
same is applicable to innumerable others 
that claimed his friendship, and this ts 
especially applicable to Jim Timony and 
Mae West, who on hearing of Conway's 
death offered to finance an airplane con- 
veyance of his body from Cuba to New 
York for burial. 


I. H. HERK, thru his personal repre- 
sentative, burned the phone wires 
Wednesday night last in calling up man- 
agers of houses and shows on the Mutual 
Circult and giving them imperative or- 
ders to see that comics cleaned up their 
lines and actions and that so-called 
strip teasing dances be eliminated en- 
tirely.

A 
word to the wise is sufficient.

August Roterberg, Magic Dealer, 
Was Inventor of Many Tricks 


August Roterberg, for 25 years a magic 
dealer in Chicago, who recently died at 
his home in Pasadena, Calif., at the age 

f 63, was the inventor of many tricks, 
and many effects which came to him 
were changed and improved in mechan- 
ism or method before he manufactured 
them for his own trade. 

Among the tricks with which his name 
is identified are the Multiplying Billiard 
Balls, the Hooked Coin Routine, the Fiy- 
ng Bird Cage (from one stand to 
another), Improved Diminishing Pack of 
Cards, Special Rising Card Glass, Me- 
chanical Cards, with standard back de- 
signs, and a line of nickel-plated meta! 
apparatus, such as had never been seen 
before in the magic business. 

In addition to his ability as an in- 
ventor and jzeneral magic mechanic, 
Roterberg was an author of three splen- 
did books on magic, 7e Modern Wizard, 
Latter-Day Tricks and New Era Card 
Tricks, all of which enjoved phenomenal 
sale. The first two are long sitce out of 

rint. However, the last named is still 
published and sold in large quantities in 
abridgd form, under the title of Card 
Tricks and How To Do Them. 

Roterberg was known to professional 
and amateur magicians all over the 
world. and one of his longest and strong- 
est friendships was with the late Harry 
Houdini.

Books on Magic Should Be Written 
With More Technical Language 


By WILFRID JOHNSON 


The undisputed fact that magic does 
Not now enjoy the popularity it had in 
the past has led to much speculation as 
to the reason for this lamentable decline 
The consensus of opinion attributes the 
decreased demand for magical entertain- 
ments to the multitude of popular books 
on conjuring that has appeared during 
the last decade. The chief argument is 
that the public has learned so many of 
our secrets, and found them so pitifully 
trivial, that its interest in magic has 
waned, and it has relegated conjuring to 
an amusement for the children, to be an 
interlude in an evening party. 

An argument that has been presented 
is this mass of writing, this cataract of 
gratuitous information, has raised a host 
of inefficient conjurers, dabblers in 
magic, pocket tricksters and card-trick 
fiends. England and America are over- 
populated with enthusiasts with little 
skill] and less idea of showmanship, per- 
forming for pittances or purely for pleas- 
ure at church concerts, charity bazaars, 
clubs, dinners, and wherever they can 
find an audience to suffer them. Very 
naturally the public has grown tired. A 
profession is not judged by the work 
of its leaders, but by that of iis average 
members. So when a man thinks of 
magic, he thinks of the heetitating blun- 


derer who bored him at the church 
bazaar, not of Devant or Thurston. 

This crowd of incompetent conjurers 
has been raised \by authors, who have 
made magical knowledge too easily ac- 
quired. It is the common defense of the 
writer of a magical handbook placed on 
the open market, that it has made such 
and such number of men “take up 
magic.” This plea that is put forward 
as a book's justification should really be 
regarded as its damnation. 

Admit, therefore, for whet reason you 
care that bodks have done harm and 
what shall we do? The practical per- 
former needs books as much as the 
duffer. The obvious solution is that we 
make our books more difficult to under- 
stand, so that the man in the street 
must do more than pay two shillings to 
discover our secrets, so that he must 
show that he is “interested in magic” 
sufficiently to work for his knowledge. 
The casually curios will then be re- 
pelled, while the man who earnestly 
wants to conjure will persevere. 

Harry Leat has suggested thet this end 
might be attained if authors wrote their 
books in more technical language. so 
that, while the conjurer would under- 
stand, the layman would be bewildered. 
This is the reason for publishing Masked 
Magical Glossary,

THEATER OWNERS for the most part 
are men backed by years of knowledge 
and experience in theatrical enterprises, 
therefore in seeking managers for the 
most pait engage men fully qualified 
by knowledge and experience to manage 
their theaters. There have been in- 
stances where big corporations, in keep- 
ing with the times, established schools 
in which younger men have been taught 
the actual management of theaters 
along modern lines, but as a rule the 
directing managers have been sought 
for among those who have been success- 
ful in attracting profitable patronage to 
theaters in the past, and among them 
are many former managers of burlesque 
houses and companies, circuit and stock. 
for the reason that these men have a 
diversified experience that enables them 
to utilize it in any form of theatrical 
enterprise, be it house manager or 
company manager. Chief among those 
that have graduated from burlesque to 
other fields of theatricals In which they 
have garnered additional success may be 
mentioned :

The point we are seeking is this: With 
the Columbia and Mutual Burlesque 
circuits in active competition with each 
other and numerous stock-company 
theaters, there were approximately 300 
managers alternating as house mian- 
agers, company managers, and ofttimecs 
as advance agents. 


With the recent merger of the Colum- 
bia and Mutual circuits there has been 
elimination of houses and shows that 
leaves many managers and alternating 
agents seeking similar positions in other 
fields of theatricals, and for the most 
part they are active members of the 
Association of Theatrical Agents and 
Managers, an organization that investi- 
gates the qualifications and reliability 
of each and every applicant before ad- 
mitting him to membership and placing 
its official endorsement on him as man- 
ager or agent when seeking a position. 


Considering the fact that these men 
exploited the talent and ability of per- 
formers in burlesque, and as managers 
of companies studied their individual 
temperaments, and as house man- 
agers reviewed and revised their per- 
formances to suit local conditions, and 
that many of those performers have 
graduated from burlesque into vaude- 
ville and so-called Broadway produc- 
tions, it is inconceivable to us what 
objection theater owners and producers 
of shows can have to them as managers 
of houses, company managers and agents 
in advance of the so-called legitimate 
theaters and shows. 

This comment is made in the interest 
of many ex-managers of burlesque 
houses and shows who are promenading 
Broadway daily in hopes that owners of 
theaters and producers cf Broadway 
shows will welcome them not as bur- 
lesque discards, but managers fully 
qualified by knowledge and experience 
to manage houses and Broadway shows 
anywhere.

COSTUMES IN 
“CHEE-CHEE” 


The costumes worn in Chée-Chee, at 
the Mansfield Theater, New York, suggest 
just a bit of the Chinese influence and 
a great deal of whimsical charm, im- 
parted by the imagination of the de- 
signer, John Booth. The feminine cos- 
tumes are set off by a background of 
Chinese splendor and enhanced by the 
colorfulness of the male chorus cos- 
tumes, in such colors as fuchsia, orange, 
purple, yellow and green, embellished 
with rich gold embroidery. 


HELEN FORD, wearing the costume 
sketched in the left of the circle, is an 


appealing “pastel note’ in a riot of 
warm colors. The costume is a very 
feminized version of the Chinese 


trouser costume. The bodice is of pale 
blue silk crepe, with a flaring peplum 
at sides and back of silver cloth. The 
trouser skirt, of pale blue accordion- 
pleated chiffon, is lined with pale yel- 
low. The sleeves match the skirt. So 
wide are the trousers that one doesn’t

COSTUMES AT 
THE PALACE (NEW YORK) 


SALLY RAND, winsome Goldilocks of 
the dance, wore two sparkling costumes. 
One was a dance frock, combining a 
long-fitted white silk bodice agleam 
with silver spangles, with skirt of many 
tiers of white maline edged with silver 
thread, falling to the Knees in front 
and to the ankles in back. A rhine- 
stone hat, with brim turned back in 
front and scalloped, lent piquancy to 
the costume, and white Opéra pumps 
with square rhinestone buckles and 
epaulets of spangled net at the shoulder 
were other notes. Sally was delightfully 
spectacular in a diamond costume. The 
leotards of white were set solidly with 
large flashy rhinestones and cut in a 
deep U in back. Ostrich boas of pale 
yellow fell into a skirt, graduating long- 
er in back and at one side; A rhine- 
stone sailor hat disported a long yellow 
ostrich boa, which fell over one shoulder 
and down front.

Sheer hosiery 
and satin pumps were of navy blue 
Girdle and shoulder straps were of «il- 
ver cloth. 


NAOMI PITTA and Guillermo Plaza, 
two dusky-haired Spanish dancers with 
Pedro Rubin, did a hula dance, employ- 
ing finger cymbals. Fringe skirts were 
in two tones of yellow, with immense 
violet flowers appliqued on one hip.

Pleasure Man is an abomination. 


There is nothing in the play, the playing 
or the production that -is worth the 
trouble 6f explanation, and the only re- 
action it stimulates is one of revulsion. 
This latest piece of Mae West claptrap 
is so brazenly vulgar, so cheap and so 
offensive that the sooner it closes, elther 
by force or otherwise, the better it will 
be for the theater and those interested 
in its welfare. 

Certainly, if productions like this are 
to continue, it is about time for the 
stable powers of the drama to step in 
and see that those responsible are ostra- 
cized from the ranks. Pleasure Man is 
prostitution of the rankest sort, a fla- 
grant attempt to capitalize filth and de- 
generacy and cash in on the resultant 
cheap publicity. 

As fer as theatrical people are con- 
cerned, Pleasure Man constitutes a double 
offense. It is a libelous and treacherous 
portrayal of show people and one that 
demands retraction to the thousands it 
so falsely paints and so grossly insults. 
There is not the slightest excuse for this 
play and the sooner the decent and sin- 
cere people in the show business make 
it clear that they will not tolerate such 
slime, the sooner will the profession be 
rid of a cancer eating its vitals. 


But Pleasure Man is not simply vul- 
gar; it is crudely so. It can be termed 
as nothing more than a biot on the 
American theater and a base reflection 
on those who have slaved to place it on 
a high plane. What is the current thea- 
ter coming to when such trash from the 
pen of a Mae West can find ready pro- 
duction on Broadway while worthy drama 
goes begging? What of the producer 
who thinks so little of the craft he repre- 
sents that he will allow his name and 
finances to be associated with such 
muck? The theater has no room for 
either and the sooner it is made evident 
the better it will be for all concerned. 
Pleasure Man gives good reason for the 
use of a disinfectant. It is time for the 
people of character in the business to 
assert themselves and bring pressure to 
bear. If they do not some outside force 
will enter the breach. That would not 
be welcome. 

In connection with the acting there is 
littie need of going into detail. Suffice 
to say that, in deference to the decent 
and honorable people unfortunate enough 
to be concerned, the less said the better 
about their connection with the piece. 
It cannot do any good and, indeed, might 
do some harm. No doubt, it will not 
take many plays like this one to con- 
vince the actor that he is facing a. lia- 
bility when he accepts such engagementa.

Despite an excellent central theme, 
some fine dialog and uniformly excellent 
playing, Possession, somehow or other, 
misses its point and leaves a feeling of 
only semisatisfaction. Undoubtedly this 
is because Edgar Selwyn has taken too 
much upon his shoulders. He has al- 
lowed himself to become tangled in 8 
maze of plots and counterplots until, m 
blind despair, he is forced to give up 
without giving his play @ logical con- 
clusion. 

This is something to be regretted since 
there is much inherent merit in the play. 
Certainly Selwyn had a message and the 
basis for a brittlely subtle comedy. That 
he failed to make the most of it is quite 
another metter. The title of the play 
refers to that oversentimental and sac- 
charine type of wife who irritates her 
husband by her constant petting and un- 
bearable mothering. They have been 
married 25 years and he has just broken 
away for a woman in whom he has 
found companionship and understand- 
ing. The action of the play concerns 
the efforts of the wife to get him back. 

An excellent idea for a rattling good 
comedy and one of intelligence. But 
Selwyn failed to hew to the line and, in- 
stead of being satisfied to develop his Main 
thesis, he has spiced the plot with melo- 
drama, youthful love interest and what- 
not, none of which is necessary, nor 
even advisable since, in so doing, the 
very structure of the play is weakened. 
Possession would be convincing had the 
author used half as much-effort in solv- 
ing his problem and making his char- 
acters believable as he has in attempting 
to build on the intricate technicalities 
of mere plot. 

Possession gets off to a flying start, 
but it is up against a stone wall when 
the final curtain drops. In fact, it has 
started to swerve and get out of control 
even before the seco act is finished. 
The author offers no solution. In fact, 
he has the husband go back to the wife, 
altho it is against the desires and better 
judgment of that esteemed gentleman, 
solely because of the wish of a grown-up 
son, who wishes to marry and does not 
think it would be fair to his intended 
to start out under the handicap of a 
family blot. His chief philosophizing is 
based on something resembling the “like 
father like son” idea. Bunk! I% is never 
convincing nor more than evident that 
it has been taken by the playwright as 
the last means cf escape. 

As a matter of fact, all logic in the 
case would indicate that the husband, 
as developed in the play, would not have 
returned to the wife. There is nothing 
hypocritical about the character. Neither 
is it likely that he would have gone to 
his mistress, especially after she had 
shown her cards. He would have walked 
both off. At any rate, if, in the inter- 
ests of the play, he must return to the 
wife he should do it with grace and 
conviction, at least if the playwright 
intends that his work shall leave a satis- 
fying reaction and the appearance of a 
completed product. 

The saving grace of Possession is in 
the capital playing of an expert cast. 
Its delightful moments, and there are 
several, are due more to the excellent 
work of the players than to anything 
the author has to offer. Margaret Law- 
rence heads the cast and she is perfectly 
cast. as the wife. Miss Lawrence is an 
expert comedienns. She succeeds, how- 


ever, in getting the most out of her ma- 
terial thru the studied and exact way in 
which she handles it. She is not spon- 
taneous. Her every action, expression 
and intonaticn is timed. On the other 
hand, Edna Hibbard, as a female detec- 
tive, is bunt and gives an impression of 
extemporality. Both players are out- 
standing and their different methods 
offer an effective contrast in this show 
Miss Hibbard's part is not as essentially 
“low” as have been her past assignments, 
but she makes it among the most effec- 
tive in the play. 

At last Walter Connolly has achieved 
a feature position. His performance as 
the husband its amply convincing that 
he deserves it. Here is one of the most 
finished and capable actors on Broadway 
and one who has deserved recognition 
far sooner than he has attained it. Con- 
nolly is an actor worthy of that name. 
He is not just a type, but rather an ar- 
tist who brings life and conviction to 
whatever part he is assigned, regardless 
of the wide difference in character 

Robert Montgomery is fine as the 
easy-living son and he romps thru the 
part with a zest and abandon that is 
not only relieving but distinctly impres- 
sive. Equally as effective is Roberta 
Beatty as the mistress. Attractive, re- 
strained, but none the less suave, she 
lends amply credence to the reactions of 
her married benefactor. George Graham 
is exceptionally well cast as a nervous 
and snhiveling relative. 

On the night reviewed Robert Craig, 
as a crook, was completely out of gear. 
He continually slurred his lines, fum- 
bled his words and, in all, gave a poor 
and shoddy performance. Joseph Baird 
is easily the most popular stage doctor 
along Broadway and he deserves to be 
His characterization of a physician is 
perfect. The lesser parts are capably 
handled by Pierre Watkin, William Pos- 
tance, Maude Malcolm, Charlies Santon 
and Robert Long 

Selwyn has done an excellent piece 
of direction and the comedy moves with 
an easy épeed that is impressive. The 
settings, however, are not on a par with 
the other features of the production 
Flimsy, gawdy and cheap, they are a lia- 
bility to Possession.

Altho Billie is Cohanesque from cur- 
tain to curtain, the fact remains that it 
is not on a par with past efforts from 
the hand of this producer. Widely hailed 
in its out-of-town reports as a hit of 
smash prcportions, the piece never ap- 
proaches that mark, and may be set 
down as only a very ordinary girl and 
music concoction 

Fashioned after Cohan's early comedy, 
Broadway Jones, this musical version, in 
more ways than one, resembles the type 
of song-and-dance show of that tims. Its 
routining Is oldfashioned, its music passe 
and the book of familiar pattern. In 
fact, speed, the outstanding quality of 
all Cohan musicals, is the most modern 
quality evident in the piece. 

Billie takes an important place in the 
season, largely because it raises Polly 
Walker to the heights of stardom. Cohan 
has been wise in that move, and she 
more than measures up to the require- 
ments Misc Walker undoubtedly will 
develop into one of the outstanding 
names of the musical comedy stage. Pos- 
sessed of a vibrant personality, « charm- 
ing volce, exceptional grace and anh 
ability to handle lines, she dominates 
this piece from first to last. 

The book is nothing to get excited over 
and in several places drags unmercifully 
This is especially true of the first act, 
which needs considerable pruning of 
present material and the imjection of 
some pungent comedy. Billie is not a 
funny show. despite the fact that it en- 
lists the services of Robinson Newbold 
and Val and Ernie Stanton. Newbold ts 
a comedian of quality, with a dry sense 
of humor and an effective delivery, but 
he is badly handicapped by material in 
this opus, and really never gets going. 
The Stantons, altho of the hokum 
variety, do better, and eontribute the 
funniest moments of the show. Their 
appearances, however, are more in the 
nature of specialties and the material ts 
evidently thelr own 

Cleanliness is the predominating fre- 
ture of Billie, as is the case with all 
Cohar productions. To say that this is 
a delivht is to put it mildly. However, it 
is not. enough to put the show scross. 
It is too bad that the entertainment 
elements are not the equal of its moral 
values. No doubt Billie will be a far 
better production when two weeks have 
passed, fur as it now stands the show 
indicates that it was not ready for 
Broadway. Cohan will take care of that. 

As far as this piece is concerned, Cohan 
is at his best as a lyric writer. Above 
all, his themes are logical, bis line 
pointed and his rhymes clever. His 
lyrics all have a close relationship to 
the book, and there is no evidence of 
dragging in extraneous matter for the 
sole purpose of effect. He need bow to 
no one for the timeliness of his verses. 

But while this is true of this feature 
of the protiuction, it is equally untrue 
of his music. There are two numbers 
that may develop into something re- 
sembling popularity, Personality and 
Where Were You?, the latter, by the way. 
revealing a lyric that is the best in town 
On the whole, however, the music is dis- 
tinctly of another day. The melodies are 
of similar genre, the construction old- 
fashioned and unimpressive. Billie 
would be a far more effective show if its 
music were more closely akin to the 
modern production school. 

This is a dancing show. Bvery member 
of the cast can step with ability, and the 
routining gives them every opportunity 
to display their talents. The program 
gives no information as to where Cohan 
obtained his corps of eight ballet danccrs. 
but, be that as it may, they are the 
cleverest, daintiest and best-trained u"!' 
on Broadway. Two of the most deligh'- 
ful numbers are theirs, and the producer 
could not err in allotting them severe! 
more, If they are Cohan selected and 
Cohan trained, it might not be amiss to 
suggest that he concentrate further on 
the development of similar units, . 

Certainly it is a relief to see a pro- 
duction in which individual dancing 
talent is given a play. June O'Dea, Joe 
Ross, Billy Bradford, Marion Hami!ton, 
Carl Francis, Polly Walker, Charles Sabin 
and Joceph Wagstaff, all wxpert . hoofers 
and each given suitable spots to show 
their wares. Billie dances from start tc 
finish, and it moves with a vest that 
would put most of its contemporaries 
shame, 

Cohan has been lavish in his produc- 
tion. Every member of the cast is ca- 
peble, the costumes are lavish and the 
settings tasty. Next to Miss Walker, the

“a satirical picture of Mr. Vincent 
Crummiles’ company of players and of 
their performance of the then famous 
play, George Barnwell or The London 
Merchant.” On the whole it is a delight- 
ful interlude, a welcome retreat from the 
jaded fare of blase Broadway. When 
Crummles Played holds the same atitrac- 
tion as all genuine antiques and, like 
most of them, it serves to keep its place 
as an ornament, a novelty. 


Certainly those responsible for this 
production have stepped off on the 
wrong foot in naming it a satire. There 
is nothing bitter, nothing deep nor 
subtle about it. Frankly it is a light 
and good-natured burlesque. There is a 
comfort and relief in basking in the glow 
of mellowness exuded by these Dicken- 
sonian characters, and in that point lies 
the chief feature of the play. True, it 
is'a feast for the Dickens lover and a 
treat for the drama student, but outside 
of that its appeal will be limited. 


The weakness of the production is 
that there is too much of it. Indeed, the 
play is not more than half thru before it 
has become tedious. One quickly tires 
of novelty. When Crummies Played is 
no exception. This is true despite 
the fact that the production has 
been made with sincerety and delicacy. 
Do not be misled into believing that it 
is not worthwhile or that it fails to of- 
fer an interesting and amusing evening. 
There is something refreshing about the 
play, the characters and their interpreta- 
tion, and yet a far truer picture can be 
gleaned, a more impressive reaction car- 
ried away and a more satisfying experi- 
ence recorded after one hour of this sort 
of thing than if the final curtain is 
awaited. 

The prolog is set in what is supposed 
to be the Theater Royal, Portsmouth, 
England. where the Crummies Company 
is playing an engagement. Nicholas 
Nickleby has just joined the group and 
Vincent Crummies is introducing him to 
the other members of the company. The 
balance of the play concerns a produc- 
tion of George Barnwell or The London 
Merchant, as presented that evening by 
the Crummiles Players and witnessed 
by Nickleby. In other words, When 
Crummies Played is really a play within 
a play, and to get the proper viewpoint 
on its current presentation it must be 
remembered that it is a 1928 audience 
ot an 1827 production of a 1731 

y. 

The play of George Barnwell is a 
syrupy morality concoction that depicts 
& young mercantile apprentice who is 
ensmared by “the wickedest woman in 
London”, embezzles money from his em- 
ployer to satisfy her, murders his uncle 
and dies on the gallows. Suffice to say 
that the interpretation given the 
Crummies Company is burlesque. In 
fact, it is so much so, that much of the 
tenderness gnd tragedy that surrounded 
these characters is lost. Dickens laughed 
at them to be sure, but he went deeper 
still and saw the earnestness of their 
motives. When Crummiles Played does 
mot quite catch that atmosphere, and 
while it is always amusingly mellow, at 
times it tends to lend an impression of 
mockery. 


Wagner has enlisted the entire Eng- 
lish company to play this antique and 
they do so with grace and conviction. It 
is not an easy matter to throw an 1827 
alr around a 1928 Broadway theater, but 
they have succeeded remarkably well. 
Halliwell Hobbes, as Vincent Crummles, 
is rotund and officious. Somehow or 
other, however, he seems to fall short 
of accurately portraying that quaint 
trouper. It is Nell Carter, as Mrs. 
Crummies, and Hugh Miller, as Master 
Crummies, the “wicked woman” and 
“George Barnwell”, respectively of the 
play, who create the most perfect i!- 
lusion and give an air of authenticity to 
the current production. Both Miller and 
Miss Carter are players of no little talent, 
for their acting in this play requires 
complete submersion of self into, not 
only the actor of 1827, but into the part 
of 1731. The balance of the playing also 
is of high quality, especially as regards 
Nancie B. Marsland, Maureen O'Moor, 
Geoffrey Harwood and Byron Russell. 

Quite the most amusing moments in 
the evening are those in which some 
interpolated mumbers of that early day 
are seen and heard. This goes in par- 
ticular for two excruciatingly funny bal- 
lads sung by Harry Hilliard and Nancy 
Bevill and a Skipping Rope Hornpipe, 
danced by Miss Carter, Miss O’Moor and 
Margaret DeMille. 

Halliwell Hobbes has done wonders 
with the direction. Faced with an un- 
usually difficult task, he has done it well. 
It is the saving grace of the production.

Molly Picon Sparkles 
In “The Circus Girl” 


NEW YORE, Oct. . §6.—Molly Picon, most 
distinctive of the comedienne-ingenues 
of the Yiddish staze. has inaugurated 
her season at the Second Avenue Thea- 
ter with The Circus Girl, a romantic 
operetta, with the book by the Shomer 
Sisters, lyrics by Miss Picon, musi¢ by 
Joseph M. Rumshisky, and direction by 
Jacob Kalich. The piece is jointly 
sponsored, as will be all of Miss Picon’s 
future vehicles this season, by Rumshisky 
and Kalich. 

The Circus Girl is, by its own stand- 
ards, an excellent piece of work, both 
from the standpoint of writing and act- 
ing. Admittedly designed to exploit Miss 
Picon’s talents, the piece has the virtue 
of fitting the petite artiste perfectly, and 
allows ample latitude for. others in the 
strong supporting company. There is a 
batch of catchy tunes here, edmirably 
fitted to the spirit of the production, but 
unfortunately of such a character as to 
be excluded from consideration as 
marketable material for tin-pan alley. 
While Rumshisky has done much original 
work in his scale writing for The Circus 
Girl, a healthy slice of his efforts is bor- 
rowed from the best classical and pop. 
libraries. This pert of his work possesses, 
at least, the attribute of good taste in 
selection. 

The outstanding feature of The Circus 
Girl, that element which will probably 
endear it to the hearts of Yiddish audi- 
ences, is its corking dialog and lyrics. 
Laughs are timed to the point of per- 
fection, and eVen in business, a large part 
of which is evidently the personal con- 
tribution of the principals who use it, 
there is a high quality of showmanship. 

The inconsequential story concerns the 
romance of a roustabout circus queen 
and a-wealthy young architect. Stranded 
somewhere near Boston, the girl (Molly 
Picon) is discovered by the affluent lad. 
At the time she is dressed in kiddie 
clothes, having missed a train on which 
she was to have tried to ride at half 
fare. He takes her into his home, and 
she becomes a fixed part of the house- 
hold, endearing herself, as a child, to 
the boy and his widowed father. The 
money marriage of the boy is approach- 
ing, and the masqueraded circus girl is 
heartbroken that she is unable to reveal 
her real age and make bid for a re- 
ciprocation of affection. | Just when the 
jealous mother of the architect's flancee 
has succeeded in exposing the circus no- 
bedy, the maligned girl wins the day by 
exposing the love affair of the afflanced 
with another.

or to issue orders to await a clean bill 
of health from the court. In the end 
the council sanctioned the dispatch of 
@ letter from the executive secretary to 
each of the 61 members of the cast, 
which was read to its members as they 
assembled at the theater that night by 
Harry J. Lane and William Mohr, of the 
headquarters’ staff. The letter read: 


“The members of the Actors’ Equity 
Association who have been appearing in 
The Pleasure Man, and who were ar- 
rested and taken to the police court 
last night and who appeared in the 
Magistrate Court this morning, are 
advised not to appear in the piece again 
except with the permission of the 
courts, which includes injunction. 

“The advice so given is in no wise a 
Judgment on the play, which we have 
not seen. 


“In general, the stand of the Actors’ 
Equity Association on alleged salacious 
plays is well known. Equity has 
preached against them and the columns 
of its magazine teem with articles con- 
demning them. But the council] has 
consistently abstained from assuming 
the position of a censor. Perhaps its 
first reason is sufficient—that is, lack 
of competence. But even*if Equity felt 
its competence and begen to act in such 
@ capacity, the association would then 
become the final arbiter of what might 
and what might not be presented in 
the theater: and that would be a re- 
sponsibility it would not care to as- 
sume, and it would, we believe, be 
inimical to the best interests of the 
American stage. 

“Our members are further warned 
that if they do not choose to follow this 
advice it will be on their own responsi- 
bility. Equity will wash ite hands of 


peals for help.” 

But the arguments of Nathan Burkan 
persuaded Supreme Court Justice 
Valente to issue a temporary injunc- 
tion, which was displayed to Equity 
representatives and the police who 
gathered at the theater. Under its cover 
the show was to go forward and not 
be interfered with until the hearings 
before Justice Valente decide its status. 

Equity hes not found these proceed- 
ings a pure and undiluted pleasure, 
however, and is not likely to allow a 
similar situation to tie its hands s0 
completely in the future. 


CUELTY TO ACTORS? 

The Era, of London, has worked itself 
up to a considerable state of indignant 
pity over the plight of the actors in @ 
theater (unnamed) in New York whose 
dressing rooms are connected to the 
stage with loud speakers to obviate the 
necessity for a call boy. 

It is a revue and the writer of the 
article asserts that he cannot imagine 
a more dreadful idea for the actors, and 
declares that: “There should be a 
society for the prevention of such 
cruelty.” And then: “What is Equity 
doing about it?” 

Well, the truth of the matter is that 
Equity is doing nothing about it for 
the good reason that until the attention 
caller of The Era got in his work Equity 
had never heard of the case and doesn't 
now know which theater is meant. 


Either the actors are not so bothered 
as The Era believes they should be, or 
else they are too shocked and demoral- 
ized by the daily impact of their own 
play that they have not protested. 


SOME “ANONYMOUS CHECKS” 

In accordance with recent legislation 
the Equity membership must be divided 
into five classes instead of the three 
which heretofore obtained. It meant 
that the association must reclassify all 
the 10,000 cards in its files. As a pre- 
liminary inventory the association sent 
our questionnaires to each member 
seeking information on which to base 
such a reclassification. And some of 
these checks which were to establish the 
standing of members came back fully 
made out—but unsigned.

A contract signed two months (eight 
weeks) or more before the Opening date 
is binding-——that is for the first two 
weeks of the production. There is no 
probationary period. A contract signed 
for the second season of @ production is 
also binding. 

A contract is not binding unless 
signed for the second season or two 
months prior to the opening date until 
after the expiration of the probationary 
period. 

In the past week charges have been 
preferred against several imembers for 
failure to live up to contracts signed 
both two months prior to the’ opening 
date and for the second season nf the 
production. 

And in a few cases the members have 
stated that they did not know that the 
contract was binding. 


In the same week several members 
wished to claim two weeks’ salary from 
a management because they hitd a con- 
tract and were dismissed during re- 
herrsals, but within the seven-day 
period..

On the other hand should he be Ie* 
out after the expiration of the pro- 
bationary period he can claim two 
weeks’ salary on the basis of the amount 
written in the contract rather than (wo

PROFANITY ON THE STAGE.—The 
stage has gone profane. The emphasis 
has been shifted from nudity of body 
to foulness of mind. It began some three 
years ago with What Price Glory? In that 
notable play the profanity wave a certain 
authenticity to the talk of the dough- 
boys. With less excuse, the lines of some 
of the current plays make those of What 
Price Glory? seem as innocuous as & ser- 
mon. It reaches its full flower in two 
plays that recently opened—Gentlemen 
Of the Press and The Front Page. Ther 
lines are a barrage of profanity. Some of 
the casual epithets are #0 coarse that 
they are customarily indicated by blanks 
even in such matter of fact documents 
as court opinions. But the profanity of 
the Broadway plays is not realistic, It 
is not emphatic. It is not picturesque. 
Any desired effect could have been ob- 
tained with far greater restraint. Al) 
emphasis is lost when every pause is 
punctuated with an oath. Instead of be- 
ing bizarre, it is the essence of common- 
place vulgarity, Why, then, have the 
playwrights wallowed in it? The ex- 


planation must be their hope of swelling 
box-office receipts by shocking playgoer® 
The remedy is in the hands of neither 
district attorneys nor censors, As 500 
as the box-office thermometer discloses 
that the shock has subsided, we shal! 
again have a more decent and more 
realistic type of play~——Memphis Com- 
merectal Appeal. 


SOUND SCREEN'’S POSSIBILITIES 
Even if the screen is not destined to 
become the vocal rival of the stage, the 
film and its accompanying sound record 
must be regarded as a permanent ac 
quisition in one form at least The 
celluloid drama must have its music, '* 
seems. In our larger cities the more pre- 
tentious films are projected with an or- 


chestral accompaniment of symphonic 
opulence. In the smaller towns and vil- 
lages an industrious pianist extracts 


what incidental music he can from an 
instrument which is never in tune 
Henceforth the lowliest country theater 
will present Broadway screen successes 45 
Broadway saw and heard them. Perhaps 
the new inventions for combining sound 
with photography may find their great- 
est application tn bringing opera to 


small towns and villages—New York

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RAMA‘IN INDUSTRY, as fore- 
D cast some time ago, is now a defi- 

nite accomplishment, with no less 
an institution than the Metropolitan Life 
Insugance Company interesting itself in 
the movement. 

Drama has won a place in the business 
world as the result of progressive evolu- 
tion in salescraft. 

Ever since business began, employers 
desirous of training their employees to 
sell more merchandise have utilized the 
lecture to emphasize the importance of 
courtesy, suggestion and other appro- 
priate aids in making sales. 

When the lecture finally failed of its 
own dreary monotony, some progressive 
employers adopted demonstration sales, 
which hark back to the “playing-store” 
days of childhood. An employee for the 
moment takes the part of a sales per- 
son, and another employee becomes a 
prospective customer. The sale is con- 
ducted before a gathering of employees, 
who later criticize the method. The en- 
suing intended to show 
sales technique and educate the em- 
ployees on various points, 

Now the demonstration sales also are 
passing out, and short plays are being 
used.

A demonstration sales playlet incor- 
porates the usual instructive features in 
an interesting dramatic plot concerning 
the activities of several characters im- 
personated by employees. 

The playlets are designed and pre- 
sente| to approximate an actual stage 
production, tho not usually as elaborate, 


and from reports at hand they have been 


used successfully to (1) demonstrate the 
proper method of selling merchandise, 
(2) impress upon employees the prestige 
and stability of the establishment for 
which they work, (3) solely to enter- 
tain—a step toward happier contact be- 
tween employer and employees, and (4) 
to furnish a background of information 
regarding merchandise that will interest 
employees in the materials they handle 
every day and enable them to discuss 
their merchandise intelligently. 

Thus far, only two or three profes- 
sional directors a: + known to have gone 
into this new work, but the field offers 
wide opportunities and plenty of leeway 
for versatile stage craftsmen 

At the same time, the value of this 
side activity in spreading an interest in 
spoken drama is a worth-while consid- 
eration in itself. 


OOD SPEECH, which used to 
emanate from the stage in reason- 
able quantities until the school of 
realistic expression—which is a polite 
term for profanity—came along, now 
bids fair to pass out altogether, if the 
talking screen has things its own way. 

The stage always has contributed more 
or less to better speech. 

Intelligently written dramas, enacte:! 
by trained artists, have taught thou- 
sands the niceties in pronunciation 
which make language a joy to those 
who value thought expressed in well- 
chosen words and spoken with proper 
inflection. 

Motion pictures, whether silent or with 
sound, do not call for cultured expres- 
sion because the average movie fan 
would not appreciate it—in fact, it would 
be over the heads of too many film fans. 

Furthermore, the special technique that 
must be followed in writing dialog for 
sound pictures will not allow the use of 
correct and smooth-flowing speech. 

But perhaps this age of mechanical 
efficiency will set a new model of verbal 
expression, which, if not in tune with 
classical standards, at least will prove 
acceptable to its time and manners. 


OCAL DRAMA GROUPS are crop- 
F ping up thick and fast these days, 

and the obvious interpretation of 
this activity is that it is the natural out- 
come of a perennially alive desire for 
the flesh-and-blood theater. 

It is noted also that no small number 
of former professional artists now are 
affiliated with commanity groups, cither 
as directors or as principal players. 

This stirring of little theater groups 
thruout the country, coming at a time 
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when the talking picture is the topic of 
the day, means just one thing. 

The spoken drama is on the way to 
re-establishing itself. 

With dramatic schools multiplying in 
number and a steady increase noted iv 
the number of theatrical students, there is 
reason to believe that the good old thea- 
ter will be in readiness when its time 
comes again. 

Movies have given the public the ui- 
most in effects, speed, color, atmosphere 
and trickery in technical detail, but tke 
real spirit of great writers of the world’s 
finest dramas comes to life only upon 
the stage of the spoken drama. 

Lights, scenery, shocks and thrills in 
reflections cannot permanently take the 
place of that element known as human 
personality, 

The face, figure, emotion and mac- 
netic projection of the living body have 
no substantial substitutes.

Rodeo Is Cowboy’s Heritage 


The rodeo, as people in the Scuthwest 
know, is the Spanish name for what 
many Americans call the roundup, says 
J. A. McNaughton, vice-president. and 
general manager Los Angeles Union 
Stockyards Company, in Farm and 
Ranch Market Journal. In a practical 
way, it is branding, marking and cutting 
time in the ra\ge cattle country, of 
calves dropped ‘t’reen times and cutting 
out the beef (fac cattle) for market in 
the spring and fall and it is a very im- 
portant business institution. 

Roping calves for branding or marking 
purposes is the most available method 
of identification to establish and main- 
tain ownership. That was so before any 
attempt to fence the range or evén where 
fencing has been done over the great 
areas covered by many of our ranches in 
the Southwest, fences give way and crit- 
ters do roam; probably on the theory 
that the grass in the other feller’s yard 
looks more inviting. 

Too, the cattle rustier is still an im- 
portant factor in our midst; not quite so 
evident ag iti the past, but doing busi- 
ness nevertheless in the same old ornery 
and wary way. He is strong for mavericks, 
as they carry no brand. 

In olden days these events were looked 
forward to with a great deal of interest 
and some pleasure notwithstanding the 
hard work, long hours and trying condi- 
tions on both man and beast. It wasn't 
uncommon especially among the Spanish 
element for the neighbors to join in, 
furnishing their outfits to help. their 
neighbor get his cattle together. In fact, 
the boys for miles around join forces 
with their cowponies and accoutrements; 
® most colorful affair with their silver- 
mounted saddles, equipment and regalia. 
These neighborly gatherings are much on 
the same order as neighborhood gather- 
ings in the Middle West to help at 
harvest time, but a bit more venture- 
some and exciting. 

The old practice was to have a big 
barbecue during the work. Everyone had 
a good time and these affairs had much 
to do toward maintaining friendship and 
good will, 

Roping and branding require skill and 
bravery. It is no piker’s job, altho there 
are very few serious injuries to either 
man or beast. 

While bulldogging and steer riding are 
not exactly a part of the play, still the 
boys do indulge in It an a side line and 
they edt a great kick out of it and the 
critter gets all the best of the argu- 
ment, so it is a mutual affair and a 
means of better understanding as to the 
prowess of the respective contestants. 

Cowboys are just as human as any 
other class of highly skilled men and 
like to match their skill against each 


other; hence the idea of getting together 
the most expert and hanging up some 
money or trophies to give to the most 
skillful. 


The principal features of the so-called 
commercial rodeo, such as we have an- 
nually at Cheyenne, Wyo.; Pendleton, 
Ore., and Salinas, Calif., consist of bull- 
dogging, steer riding and riding of bulls 
and bronks. In Brief it is sort of a con- 
vention of the most talented, skillful 
cowboys of the great West and South- 
west. It is an expression of Western 
manhood replete with skill and agility 
and a@ grand example of the spirit of the 
great outdoors of the West. These rodeos 
do well if they pay expenses, let alone 
yield a profit, and exist in the cattle 
country for the good of the cause and 
largely for local amusement. 


As a matter of fact, the financing cf 
most of these rodeos is underwritten by 
a crowd of “good fellows” who want to 
perpetuate this sport in the interest of 
history and for the benefit of the rising 
generation so that they may know some- 
thing of what has passed on before in 
developing the West. lt is undoubtedly 
true that in years to come, as our big 
areas are cut up, the character of the 
cattle industry will change and with 
this the methods will naturally change. 


These rodeos are patronized by those 
who love good, wholesome sports founded 
on fair play with an equal chance for 
man and beast. 

Just like our Eastern neighbors enjoy 
football, so our cowboys enjoy rodeos. 
These so-calied professional gatherings 
present in big part the usual life of the 
range with a few trimmin’s and un- 
doubtedly these practices will ¢6 on un- 
til all big ranges become small farms, 
the bullock is “halter broke”, until we 
breed them -ready to hitch and ride and 
until the cowboys adopt the swivel chair 
in place of the saddle. 

Beef raisin’ is a business just like any 
other line. It is coming now to the 
“survival of the fittest” and there isn't 
a chance for lawlessness or inhuman 
treatment of animals. 

Agitation against these practices has 
resulted in Many of the cowboys band- 


ing themselves together to continue 
what they regard as a “heritage”. 
Badger Clark, the cowboy, poet, 


philosopher, puts the sentiments of the 

old-time cowman in part as follows: 

When my old soul hunts range and rest 
Beyond the last divide, 

Just plant me in some stretch of West 
That's sunny, lone and wide. 

Let cattle rub my tombstone down 
And coyotes mourn their kin, 

Let hawses paw and tromp the moun’, 
But don't you fence it in!

budget calling for an appropriation of 
$250,000 for enlarging, beautifying and 
revamping the entire plant is expected 
to become a reality that will make for 
s bigger and better State fair. The 

nt grand stand will be razed and 
a new location secured for the one that 
will replace it. The half-mile track 
will likewise be changed and this space 
given over to the making of a new 
midway that promises to be all re- 
quired. The fair is in excellent financial 
shape and there is available more 
than $73,000 in Hquid funds. 

Rubin Gruberg, president of the Rubin 
& Cherry Shows, was ¢lated with the 
outcome of his engagement, and there 
is every likelihood that he will play 
a return date next year. This is the 
second annual engagement of the Rubin 
& Cherry organization at the Virginia 
State Fair, where it has established a 
large clientele. 


The shows arrived here Sunday at 
midnight from Trenton, where they had 
an unpropitious week, due to unseason- 
able weather and lack of spenders. In 
fact, Gruberg stated that the show had 
incurred a heavy red balance in the 
following three spots, Reading, Philadel- 
phia and Trenton. In Richmond, how- 
ever, he controlled the midway space, 
which nected a nice profit. 

Gruberg stressed the fact to The Bill- 
doard representative that in subrenting 
space he had selected the “cream of 
American concessionaires’, and that 
every concession on the midway was 
legitimate and met with the approval of 
the fair officials and police custodians. 


On the other hand. gome cf the 
concessionaires present were unmuistak- 
ably peeved at the attitude Gruberg has 
taken toward the rank and file of the 
eult. “If Gruberg intends to operate 
as a non-concession show,” remarked ote 
of the disciples, “why is he acquiring 
the midway space at the Southern fairs 
and subrenting to the concession tnter- 
ests, which he claims he is thru with? 


This looks like a taking-from-Peter- 
and-giving-to-Paul policy,” this conces- 
sionalre remarked. Gruberg reassured 


The Billboard that next season both of 
his shows will be concessionless, aside 
from the refreshment privileges. 


It is understood that Gruberg’s con- 
tract at the Virginia State Fair calls 
for $14,500, and it was conservatively 
estimated that he disposed of more 
than $7,500 worth of concessions that 
was the salvation of the show in Rich- 
mond. A lot of new space was de- 
veloped along the midway and every 
inch of it was occupied, necessitating 
the eliminating of some of the banners. 
Space sold from 87 a foot up to $20. 
One novelty privilege, with 15 stands, 
paid $1500. The fair reserved the bot- 
tled drinks and ice cream. Grindstores 
and flashers were numerous. 

Rubin's cream-of-American conces- 
sionaires included Charlies Cohen, Mer- 
cen Bros..

rectors for the new holding corapany of 
RCA has already been discussed in & 
preliminary way, but present plans are 
naturally subject to change. 

It is likely that David Sarnoff, presi- 
ident of RCA, will be made chairman of 
the board of the new combinn, and a 
strong possib:lity, since Albee is not 
quitting the show business, that he 
Will be elected president. It was inti- 
mated officially that, while no one now 
knows who will be chairman of the 
board, someone in the General Electric 
Company will be elected if Sarnoff is 
not chosen. 

Whether Murdock, Heiman and Good- 
man, among other big K-A-O stockhold- 
ers, will be selected for official posts, is 
not known in advance of an election 
which must follow signirg of papers in 
the deal. All may stay or all or any of 
them may get out. Asked if he was 
planning to retire, Goodman declared 
that he would like to, but that while he 
was situated very comfortably finan- 
cially, he nevertheless is still a young 
man. Everyone in the big vaudeville or- 
ganization feels that the RCA deal is for 
the best, according to an official opinion.

Kennedy, seen today by Tye Billboard, 
declared that his plans were not. definite, 
but that he would probably return to the 
banking business. He was inclined to 
be secretive concerning the RCA deal, 
beyond admitting that negotiations were 
well under way, that the major details 
had been worked out, and that it was 
probably only a matter of days before 
the papers would be signed. Biecause of 
a statement he made intimating that 
deals are never deals until everything is 
worked out, he was asked if there was 
any possibility that the RCA negotiations 
might not eventually lead to consumma- 
tion. He quickly corrected any such im- 
pression. 

Kennedy was asked if it was true that 
big electrical interests, including the 
Western Electric people, tied up with the 
Warner Brothers, were involved with the 
Radio Corporation in the deal, as re- 
ported, and stated that was the first he 
had heard of the possibility, calling it a 
rumor. “I personally do not think there 
is anything more to this than to a lot 
of other rumors that gain circulation,” 
he declared. 


From an official source; it was learned 
that Kennedy’s close associate in K-A-O, 
J. J. Murdock does not have to return 
to the United States before the RCA 
deal can be consummated. Murdock is 
expected to arrive here, accompanied by 
Pat Casey, toward the end of the week. 


Efforts to gain official inkling of the 
Warner-Western Electric angle in the 
RCA deal have been met generally today 
with attempts to spike reports, 

An official of Blair & Company, bank- 
ers, stated he did not know whether the 
Warners were involved, while at Gold- 
man, Sachs & Company, Warner bankers, 
it was stated in refutation of previous 
admission that the Warners never have 
had on any negotiations with K-A-O. 
This fails to jibe with the statement of 
an official involved, that the Warners 
have negotiated positively for K-A-O. 
Precisely a week ago, also, it was freely 
admitted at Goldman-Sachs, that some 
negotiations were on. Harry Warner, 
president of Warner Brothers, could not 
be located today. He phoned his office 
that he may be in late in the afternoon, 
but probably not until the Sun was go- 
ing down, if he came back at all. 


Vitaphone will be installed in only 
about 1,000 theaters by January 1 under 
plans. In view of plans of rival talkies 
to get projection on Vitaphone apparatus 
without having to worry about installa- 
tions themselves, it is regarded as highly 
logical that the Warner-Western Electric 
group would like to avoid this situation.

The Warner people are expecting to 
close the deal to acquire First National 
Pictures by tomorrow night. Final sign- 
ing of papers has been held up, it is un- 
derstood, thru the necessity to acquire 
stock held by the Stanley Company of 
America, which it recently acquired. 

Less than a month ago an official of 
one of the companies involved in the 
present RCA deal indicated that a tre- 
mendous move to control the show busi- 
ness was under way, and as a result it 
vas learned he was slated for a strategic 
post in the Warner organization. It was 
not denied at that time that the Radio 
Corporation of America was involved in 
such a gigantic step. 


David Sarnoff, president of RCA, stated 
to The Billboard that so far as he knew 
the Warner Brothers and the Western 
Electric group were in no way partici- 
pating in the negotiations of RCA to 
take over K-A-O and FBO.

It is under- 
stood that these agencies will attempt 
to secure an injunction against Equity. 

Managers and agents are being advised 
that if the new arrangements prove inef- 
ficient and impracticable, that Equity 
stands ready to take over ali legitimnte 
casting itself. The association is pre- 
pared to fight the measure to the limit. 
Methods are now being discussed by 
which the association can detect any at- 
tempts either on the part of manager, 
agent or actor to escape the ruling.

New Attendance Record Expected 
as Result of Offerings—Ber- 
nardi on Midway 


YORK, Pa., Oct. 6.—The York Fair will 
undoubtedly retain its enviable position 
again this year as the biggest and best 
fair in the Keystone State if the at- 
temdance on the week, up to Thursday, 
is taken as a criterion. Supplemented 
with a superlative array of attractions 
conceded the best ever offered, especial- 
ly before the grand stand, the fair, which 
opened October 2 and concluded today, 
introduced a new departure by operating 
On Wednesday, Thursday and Friday 
nights, which has increased the attend- 
ance and the receipts materially. Balmy- 
like weather has contributed to both the 
day and night attendance, altho it was 
conjectured that Thursday's crowd was 
Slightly less than last year. 

The Bernardi Greater Shows made 
their reappearance this year with 15 
shows and 10 rides, with some conces- 
sions, including Phil O'Neil’s string of 
stores. Some of the attractions topping 
the midway included T. W. (Slim) 
Kelly's de luxe circus side show, Fearless 
Egbert's motordome, Bryan Wood's in- 
comparable monkey circus, James W 
Stepherson’s Hawaiian Revue, D. ©. Mc- 
Daniel's rocky road to Dublin and others. 
The showmen, however, were bewailing 
the actions of the fair officials in ex- 
tending the midway 500 additional feet 
@way from the grand stand, and in this 
Space, the showmen alleged, questionable 
concessionaires were given choice lo- 
cation. 

The York Dispatch, in its issue of Oc- 
tober 4, carried a headline to the effect 
that the police and detectives wire un- 
Bble to cope with gambling on midway, 
and as fast as one game was closed, two 
more started, with the visitors seeming 
@ager to part with their coveted coin. 

The Billboard representative observed 
im the York Pair office the following 
Sign in conspicuous letters: “Positively 
mo gambling concessions permitted on 
grounds.” It is stated some of the 
lucky boys took the hint and exited, 
while some of the more daring haw- 
hawed and plied their trade with 
greater intensity. 

The Bernardi Shows paid $6,000 for 
the midway privilege, or $1,000 less than 
last year: the shows occupied 1,400 feet 
and the rides 300. The show paid $100 
additional eagh night the fair was held, 
which swelled the coffers of the fair 
#300. The show begins its Southern 
tour of fairs mext week, opening at 
Danville. Va. 

One factor that contributes to the 
Success of the York Fair is its common- 
sense gate admission, which is within 
the reach of all: 50 cents for adults 
and 25 cents for children. Automobiles 
are charged 50 cents and there is ample 
parking spece, sufficient to accommodate 
15,000 or more cars. Trained attendants 
are selected for this department, and the 
public is not supposed to tip. The grand- 
stand prices are $150 and $2 for the 
day show and 75 cents and $1 for the 
night show. There are no passes issued 
for grand-stand seats, except to memibers 
of the press, which prevents politics 
from entering in. 

Herbert D. Smyser has filled with 
credit the position of manager of free 
attractions for over 20 years, in addi- 
tion to his duties as racing secretary. 
Smyser’s ability to assemble a free-act 
program has been a valuable asset to 
this institution. He is not only an adept 
booker, but is familiar with any novelty 
act of consequence in this country or 
Europe, which is attested by the snappy, 
smooth-running program he selects each 
year with unerring care. 

This year, apparently, he has given 
his patrons one of the best and costliest 
bills ever offered, consisting of Hopi In- 
dGians, Anatole Friedland and his Broad- 
way Revue, booked thru William Morris; 
Alf Loyal and his trained dogs; Flying

act program cost $12,350, revue $3,250 
and fireworks . $2,200, totaling $17,800. 
Frank Wirth assisted with the show. 

Significant with the success of the 
grand-stand show is the $250,000 grand 
stand with 9,000 seating capacity and 60 
box seats that were sold out at $3 each. 
The structure is 420 feet long and 90 
feet deep, of steel and concrete, that is 
an imposing improvement to the 
grounds, and is literally a gold mine, 
capable of grossing on a big day more 
than $15,000 at each performance. In 
addition there are 3,000 bleachers that 
sell for 25-50 cents and standing room 
in the paddock that swells the receipts 
considerably. This structure represents 
the last word in edifices of this type 
and is rapidly paying for itself. Os- 
burr Engineering Company, Cleveland, 
who are responsible for the Yankee 
Stedium in New York. did the engineer- 
ing work American Seating Company 
instalied $22,000 worth of seats. Flags 
on top of grand stand were furnished 
thru Annan & Company, New York 

The stage has a frontage of 75 feet 
and 55 depth and cost $18,000, with 
tollets and showers, runways for baggage 
and animals, 18 comforteble dressing 
rooms with steel doors and other fea- 
tures. 


This is the first time a revue has been 
used and it will no doubt be repeated 
next season. Major Smith's balloon 
ascensions, twice daily, held the specta- 
tors spellbound; little Peggy and Mrs. 
Smith assisted the major in sensational 
parachute jumping. The last night show 
was held in 1914-'15, and with the ad- 
vance of pyrotechnical displays and the 
introduction of revues, there is every 
reason to believe the might feature can 
be made permanently profitable. 

York’s fair is a non-profit organiza- 
tion and the proceeds are applied to 
improvements and extensions The 
plant is valued at $500,000, with 97 
actes, and is rounding out ite 76th 
anniversary. Some of the appropriations 
this year include $12,500 for harness 
and running races on excellent half-mile 
track. The sum of $3,500 wag expended 
for auto races on the closing day, put 
on by Ralph Hankinson. Premiums 
amounted to $18,000 

Extensive newspaper advertising and 
outdoor billing is used. From the Don- 
aldson Lithograph Company 2,000 muslin 
banners adorned the countryside for 
many miles The concession rate is 
slightly under some of the other fairs in 
this circuit, ranging from $4 to 610 top. 
Rain insurance is carried as follows: 


$7,500 Wednesday, $15,000 Thursday. To. 
tal attendance last year was 199,050 
and would have reached 25,000 addition- 
al had it not rained on the Saturday 
automobile races. Profits for 1927 were 
around $50,000, There are five paid 
officers consisting of president, secretary, 
treasurer and racing secretary and man- 
ager of attractions. A multi-colored 
herald with profuse illustrations of at- 
tractions ts given 47,000 distribution be- 
fore the fair thru the mails to patrons 
of the association and its exhibitors. 


The association is officered by mem- 
bers who have been actively identified 
with the organization for years, includ- 
ing Henry Wasbers, president; Samuel S. 
Lewis, vice-president; John H. Rutter, 
secretary; William O. Thompson, privi- 
leges; D. Eugene Frey, treasurer; Herbert 
D. Smyser, manager of attractions. 

While there is a slight depression in 
business in this territory, concession- 
aires, shows and rides report the crowds 
good spenders, and it ig estimated the 
midway attractions will probably gross 
$18,000 to 820,000 on the week. 


Stands with the much-discussed G 
Wheels were working fast and furious 
Legitimate merchandise wheels were also 
up to their neck in business on the 
big days. 

Yorktowne Hotel made the show peo- 
ple pay in advance. D. C. McDaniels, 
ride owner of the Bernard! Greater 
Shows, became so qemraged over this 
stunt that he took a room with twin 
beds to prove to the hotel that he had 
plenty of the wherewithal, 

Mrs. William Glick operated a nifty 
blanket stand that harmonized nicely 
with her pleasant features. 


The Hondorus Twins, special feature 
with Slim Kelly’s side show, became 
homesick and have returned to “that 
dear Texas” until next season. Slim 
had his show regaled in an entire new 
canvas outfit from the Charles Driver 
studios. 

Wadsworth M. George. of The York 
Dispatch, who is a friend of the outdoor 
shows, put over some excellent copy 
during the week. 

Harry Melvin Spessard, who gets out 
the advertising program for the Hagers- 
town (Md.) Pair, was darzied by the 
playing of Joe Basile’s Band and the 
singing of Edna Joyce. Spessard said 
the Hagerstown Pair is attaining ite 
old-time pep under the management of 
Harry E. Bester.

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Minister Brands Fair 
At Doylestown Off Color 


DOYLESTOWN, Pa., Oct. 6-—Eighty- 
five directors and officials of the Doyles- 
town Fair Association were threatened 
with arrest yesterday unless the exhibi- 
tion in progress wis “cleaned up”. The 
threats were made by Rev. W. A. Lewis, 
of the Methodist Church. The fair closes 
tonight. 


Charges were made that gambling in 
which children were permitted to in- 
duilge and girl shows with the members 
clad in scanty attire were also among 
the charges made by the minister. 


Dr. H. W. Turner, head of the fair 
board, declared if any irregularities were 
discovered they would be immediately 
stopped. Dr. Lewis warned a dozen mem- 
bers of the State highway patrol that 
they must watch closely for infractions 
of the law. Altho a dozen members of 
the fair board are members of the 
church presided over by Dr. Lewis he de- 
clared they should be treated just the 
same as the showmen at the fair and 
stated they are equally responsible for 
the “poor moral tone” of the exhibitions. 


New York Prepared To Pay 
Big for 1932 World’s Expo. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 6.—New York is pre- 
pared to outhid Chicago or any other 
community for the honor of holding the 
World's Fair in 1932 in celebration of 
the birth of George Washington, accord- 
ing to Louls A. Cuvillier, an assembly- 
man, and recently appointed to the State 
World's Fair Committee. He made the 
statement in a talk at the meeting of 
the Bronx Chamber of Commerce. 


The city can bid 425,000,000 or more 
if necessary, he declared. The minimum 
cost of the exposition will be $100,000.000 
and probably will run into many millions 
more, he stated, and also that there is 
no doubt the fair would be a “great suc- 
cess”, as committees from more than 
one-half of the States have promised to 
co-operate with New York in making 
it so. 

So sure is the committee that the fair 
will be held here that a public meeting 
is echeduled at the Biltmore Hotel for 
Monday. and in co-operation with al! 
the important civic and business or- 
ganizations in the metropolis start ar- 
rangements to make the "New York 
celebration the “largest world's fair ever 
held”. 


The Bronx or Queen? will be the 
probable site for the fair, Mr. Cuvillier 
said, because Manhattan and Brooklyn 
have no space for it 

After his address. the Bronx Chamber 
of Commerce decided to push tts claims 
for the Bronx as “the ideal site” for the 
fair and agreed to co-operate % make 
the fair a success if it was decided to 
hold it in another boro 

Former Boro President Cyrus C. 
Miller urged the Bronx Chamber of Com- 
merce to push the plan for a marginal 
railroad around the Bronx. He said that 
only lack of initiative prevented that 
boro from getting the ratimad 
facilities “which will make it the most 
Important national seaport on the At- 
lantic seaboard”, instead of “a ood 
dormitory”.

Just as the sun was setting behind 
his beloved Kentucky mountains the 
soul of George Bailey went out to meet 
the Great Adventure.

George was a real trouper. First to 
help in time of trouble; he never thought 
of himself when, others were in need. 
To those who knew him and had worked 
with him his passing has left a creat 
void. Loyalty. to him meant everything. 
Loyalty to his show and his friends 
meant more to George Bailey than 
money or glory. 

Well might it be said of him that “ne 
climbed the heights and left all super- 
stition far below, while on his forehead 
fell the gijiden dawning of a grander 
day. Life Is a narrow vale between cold 
and barren peaks of two eternities. We 
strive in vain to look beyond the 
heights. We cry aloud and the only 
answer is the echo of our wailing cry. 
From the voiceless lips of the unreply- 


ing dead there comes no word; but in 
the night of death hope sees a star and 
listening love can hear the rustle of a 
wing.” 

Mr. Bailey was born in Barboursville. 
Ky., 57 years ago. He died in San Fran- 
cisco September 30 after an operation 
in Franklin Hospital.

Broadway to go to Hollywood to write 
film titles. 

His widow survives him.

Dixie Hines, 58, for 25 years one of 
the leading theatrical press agents 
on Broadway, died October 1 at his 
home in New York City of a hip 
disease from which he had beer suf- 
fering for a number of years. 

Mr. Hines came to New York from 
his home in Bainbridge, Ga., as a 
youth and later established a press 
bureau in the Knickerbocker Theater 
Building, which he operated for 26 
years, retiring only a few weeks ago 
due to illness. During his career he 
represented some of the leading stars 
and attractions of the day. 

Funeral services, under the auspices 
of the Pacific Lodge, F. & A. M., were 
conducted October 2 at Campbell's 
Funeral Parlor, New York, and the 
body was shipped to Bainbridge, Ga., 
where interment was made in the 
family plot there.

TEXAS FAIR 

(Continued from page 3) 
Pair must make good on its own merits, 
because it is the one State fair that 
receives no State aid and therefore must 
be self-supporting. However, it always 
has given its patrons such a good ex- 
hibition that the crowds have steadily 
increased. 

Favored with an excellent location, 
close to town and abundantly supplied 
with transportation facilities, and boast- 
ing the finest fairgrounds in the United 
States—the only deficiency being in the 
mutter of buildings, which have not kept 
pace with the fast growing requiremerts 
—the State. Fair of Texas is an ex- 
emplary institution—not alone as an 
amusement affair, but also for its in- 
dustrial, “agricultural, mercantile and 
educational advantages. 

The various exhibits are unusual] in 
that, besides being most attractively and 
even artistically arranged, most of them 
have been framed in such a way that 
they actually have entertammment value. 

A noteworthy feature this year is the 
agricultural department, in which for 
the first time more than half of the 
252 counties in Texas are represented. 

In keeping with the rapid imcrease in 
dairying thruout Texas, the Southwest 
Dairy Association has been formed and 
is giving ite first show this year in 
conjunction with the State fair. The 
sutcess of the dairy exhibit is assured, 
Officials say, and this show will be an 
annual feature. 

The poultry show, with an exhibit of 
around 6,000 birds, has been given a new 
home, the building formerly known as 
“smoky row” because it was used as 
restaurants. 

Two enormous crowds that filled the 
grand stand and overflowed into every 
foot of adjoining space took in the 
horse races and hippodrome show on 
the opening day. C. A. Stevens was the 
starter for the races. ‘The grand stand 
also did good business Sunday afternoon 
and night. 

The vaudeville acts, supplied by the 
Barnes ~- Carruthers office, include 
Poodles Hannaford and Company, Five 
Cerdinalls, Two Atenos, Harmon's Ele- 
phants with Capt Dick Hall as trainer, 
Malia Bart and Company in The Baggage 
Smasher, Shorty Flemin and the Win- 
ter Garden Revue featuring Zita and 
Howard and Celeste O'Connor. 

Everett Johnson and his Chicago 
Cadet Band provided music in front of 
the grand stand. Alsi) among the spe- 
clal attractions are Capt. E. J. Walters 
with his captive dirigible, carrying 
pessengers; Gene Brewer and Slats Rogers 
in a flying circus, Lieut. Henry Ton- 
cray in night flying stunts and nightly 
fireworks. 

The first of a series of football games 
was held on the opening day. 

Another prominent new feature this 
year is the horseshoe-shaped concrete 
midway walk, 35 feet wide and about a 
quarter mile long, built for the Morris 
& Castle Shows. With this improve- 
ment, which is the only one of its kind 
in the country, the midway has been 
fittingly renamed “The Promenade”. 
The two ends of the horseshoe run 
right into the main cement walk, so that 
pot only is it practically impossible 
for anyone to miss the carnival midway, 
but the crowds that come down the 
walk will automatically turn into the 
carnival area when they reach the horse- 
shoe. 

Laid out on this special lot the Morris 
& Castle Shows make an impressive ap- 


pearance—unquestionably the most im- 
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posing carniva] array to be found any- 
where. All the shows, with their bril- 
liant studded banner frames, are placed 
around the outside of the horseshoe, 
while the rides are spotted in the center 
plot, which will be a beautiful green 
lawn next season. The uniform height 
and harmonious design of all the show 
fronts adds to the attractiveness of the 
midway scene—and indicates that the 
whole equipment was built as one car- 
nival, whereas so many outfits have a 
Jumble of discordant flashes that re- 
semble a throw-together in catch-as- 
catch-can style. 

Considering that this is about the 
end of the season, and that a long siege 
of rains was encountered in the spring 
and early summer, the Morris & Castle 
equipment is in surprisingly fine shape, 
a testimony to the wisdom of using 
substantial materials in the building 
Operations at winter quarters. The 
paint looks almost new, there is not a 
dark lamp in any of the thousands of 
electric light sockets, and if there are 
any dents in the decorative fronts it 
will take @ hunter with sharp eyes to 
find them. 

The carnival train was a little late 
in arriving from Sherman, and on top 
ef this something went wrong with the 
two tractors, which caused some delay 
in getting set up. Executives and em- 
ployees worked all thru the hot night 
and most of Saturday to get everything 
spotted and ready for business. By 
Saturday evening practically all of the 
shows and rides were going full blast. 

The Wortham riding devices, in the 
permanent amusement area of Fair 
Park, managed by J. C. (Tommy) 
Thomas, did a tremendous business on 
the opening day of the fair. Thomas 
had the edge on almost everyone be- 
cause his rides were all ready to start 
at the ring of the gong, and the popu- 
jarity of his amusement center brought 
hundreds of visitors direct to the park 

Some benefit also accrued to Thomas’ 
rides as a result of the near-by midway 
not being in readiness til! evening. All 
in all, it was a big day for Tommy 
and a few more days of the same kind 
will top off his highly successful season 
in great style. 

The Desert Song, big attraction in the 
auditorium, is covered ina separate 
story in this issue. It was felt in some 
quarters that this musical production 
received the lion's share of the adver- 
tising and exploitation, considering the 
mumber and importance of other and 
more relevant fair features, but many 
believe that this cperetta will be the 
means of drawing to the fair several 
thousand visitors who otherwise would 
have stayed away. 

The general fair publicity, which 
covered the entire State and parts of 
Oklahoma and Louisiana, was ably han- 
died by E. F. McIntyre, director of pub- 
licity. and E. Paul Jones, his assistant. 

Officers of the Texas State Fair, 
whose combined efforts have made pos- 
sible this outstanding exhibition of the 
country, are as follows:
